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JHE FIGHT OF THE OHIO DEMO. 

, ORATIC FACTIONS. 
EX-SENATOR THURMAN WORKING HARD FOR 

GEN. WARD—JUDGE HOADLY’sS FRIENDS 
ACTIVE BUT ANXIOUS. 

Cotumsts, June 19.—The war of the 
Democratic clans waxes hotter, and the 
crowds that are gathering here from all parts 
of Ohio add fresh fuei to the party fires. Pen- 
ileton and Hoadly arrived to-night, and 
William Hill, Benjamin Lefevre, Frank Hurd, 
Judge Geddes, George L. Converse, and 
2 host of the lesser lights of Democracy are 
here to keep them company. The central fig- 
are of the assemblage is ex-Senator Thurman, 
and the warmth with which he is greeted by 


the Democrats who have gathered here and 
those who come in on each train to swell the 
multitude, is clear proof that he is yet 
& power in Ohio politics. In conversation this 


afternoon he said: “I believe that Durbin 
Ward will be nominated, and I think he ought, 


7 be. It is always safer to trust men 
who have been tried and found not 
wanting, men whose Democracy is certain. 
{ generally succeed better with such men.” 
Bis allusion to men who have been tried and 
found not wanting had particular reference to 
Judge Hoadly. Mr. Thurman says he has no 
revenge to satisfy, but he is for Ward because 
he regards him as the strongest man. The 
sentiment among the ablest leaders of 
the Democracy is against Hoadly, and if 
their counsel and efforts avail he cannot be 
nominated. But Mr. Hoadly has proved an 
ppt scholar of Mr. Tilden, who is his 
ideal, which fact is made manifest by 
the wire-workers here in _ his _ inter- 
gst, and his followers believe that they 
have the game in their own hands, Judge 
Geddes will have quite a following, andif he 
san control it will dictate the nomination of 
Sovernor. Whether he can do thisis an un- 
wived problem. A prominent Democrat said 
io-night: ‘** Judge Thurman is neither an im- 
probability nor an impossibility in the 
Subernatorial race, and if necessary to 
deat the Hoadly combination we will 
2ominate him and he will accept. If Hoadly 
varries Hamilton County solid it will take 
iharp work to prevent his securing the nom- 
nation. If he fails in this his chances are 
lim.” The delegates in Hamilton County were 
selected to-night, and by morning it will be 
pasier to decide the outcome. Mr. Pendleton 
wants his Civil Service Reform bill indorsed, 
and failing in that, wiil labor to have it passed 
by in silence. He wants to be permanent 
Chairman of the convention and sound the 
key-note, and the opposition to this pro- 
gramme is justas ardent as his wishes. By 
to-morrow night the fight will open in full 
force, and promises to be one of the most in- 
tense and important in the history of the Ohio 
Democracy. 

CINCINNATI, June 19.—The 
primaries were held to-night. There was a 
good deal of money used. The friends 
of both Ward and, Hoadly were active, 
and neither party was particular as to 
the methods used. Cincinnati is entitled to 59 
lelegates to the convention, and the county 
precincts of this county, to 11. A divided aele- 
zation has been elected, the majority being for 
Hoacly. There are disputes in several pre- 
tincts as to which ticket ie chosen. At some of 
the voting precincts there was misrepresenta- 
sion. Tickets bearing the names of Hoadly 
men were cireulated as Ward tickets, and close 
friends of the General voted for Hoadly 
jelegates without knowing it. Itis under- 
stood that the expenses of all delegates who 
ire under promise to vote for Judge Hoadly 
will be providedfor. A large number of strik- 
rs will go to the convention who are not dele- 
rates, The vote to-night was much larger 
ihan is usual at a primary election. 

As nearly as can be learned, the majority of 
ihe Democratic State Committee are in favor 
»f the nomination of Judge Hoadly. Senator 
Pendleton. it is pretty clearly established, is 
ending all of his supportin the same direction, 
as well as Gen. Le Fevre. John G. Thompson 
is working slyly, so as not to gain the hostility 
of any particular candidate, but his paper, the 
Times, has a decided leaning toward Hoadly. 
As near as can be estimated at this hour, 
{midnight,) Ward has 290 delegates, Hoadly 
286, ahd Geddes 60. This estimate is based, 
however, on the supposition that the Cleve- 
and and Cincinnati delegations will be solid 
tor Hoadly. It is claimed by Congress- 
man Geddes that he has 125 votes, but 
ibis is hardly probable. Whether Ward or 
Hoadly will have the lead on the first ballot 
n the convention depends entirely on the 
romplexion of the delegates from the counties 
referred to.

ROLLINS’S STRENGTH MAINTAINED. 
BALLOTING WITHOUT RESULT—ONLY ONE 
SENATOR TO BE CHOSEN. 

Concorp, N. H., June 19.—The Sena- 
torial balloting began to-day and showed the 
strength of the various candidates to be al- 
most identically the same as predicted by THE 
[rmes’s correspondent last night. The two 
houses met in joint convention in the morn- 
ng and filled a vacancy caused by 
leath in the Senate by electing the 
Democratic candidate of last Fall, over 
ts nondescript Greenback candidate, who 
iad signed a pledge to vote for Rollins if he 
hould be chosen. The machine Republicans 
ried hard to seat him, but were defeated by 
he Democrats and anti-caucus men by 70 ma- 


ority. At noon the Senate met and balloted. 
{'wenty-three votes were cast, of which Sen- 
itor Kollins had 10 caucus votes, ex-Senator 
Patterson and Gen. Stevens 2 each, Gen. 
arston, Attorney-General Tappan, and ex- 
yongressman Briggs 1 each, while Harry 
3ingham had 6 Democratic votes. This was 
actly what was expected. Then, by a vote 
if 13 to 10, the Senate refused to ballot for 
Senator Blair's successor. 

At 3 o'clock the house met and proceeded to 
ballot. Every seat was occupied, for 305 of 
jhe 312 members were present. The galleries 
were crowded and every corner on the floor 
was occupied by politicians from all over the 
State. Senator Rollins’s son-in-law sat by the 
speaker and kept a record of every man’s 
rote, while in the open space the Senators 
at in a semicircle and kept tally. 
As the vote was proceeding, an itenerant 
rgan-grinder took post beneath the open 
rindows and began to grind out: ‘‘ We shall 
neet beyond the river,” and ‘‘ Almost Per- 
maded.” It took the Sergeant-at-Arms and 
iwo door-keepers to persuade him to desist, 
ind in the meantime the house awaited his 
jleasure. It took nearly an hour to call the 
‘oll. As finally made up, afterjseveral tunny 
neidents, it gave Rollins, 117; Harry Bbing- 
tam, 115; ex-Congressman Briggs, 27; ex- 
Senator Patterson, 20; ex-Congressman Ste- 
vens, 15; Gen. Marston, 9; Attorney-General 
Tappan, 1; ex-Gov. Bell, 1. The result was 
received in silence, as it indicates nothing ex- 
rept that Rollins was holding the entire cau- 
tus strength, but had received no accessions 
trom the maiconvents. 

Then followed the debate on electing Sena- 
jor Blair’s successor. Inasmach as the Senate 
nad refused to do so, the matter was settled, 
put the House listened to an hour’s debate as 
jo the right of this Legislature toelect. No 
Democrat participated, but the Rev. Dr. Quint 
ind ex-Congressman Briggs urged that it be 
lone ard Gen. Marston opposed the proposi- 
jion. The latter carried 44 Republicans with 
aim, the Democrats voting solidly against it, 
ind so it was lost—152 to 132. Some of the 
tnimosity which is prevailing cropped out in 
the debate when Gen. Marston accused Dr. 
Quint of telling an untruth. This action of 
both houses removes one factor from the Sen- 
atorial fight and leaves the Rollins vacancy 
the only one to pe filled. , 

To-night nearly all the legislators invested 
half a dollar in the circus andi the Senatorial 
fight lagged. There will be one or two votes 
in convention to-morrow, but no grea? changes 
are expected. If more than one is taken 
Rollins is likely to show a falling oct, 
ss some of bis foilowers are oxtreme’y 
restive. Patterson did not make as good a 
thowlng to-day as was anticipated, bus he has 
{5 votes in the Rollins camp which wii surely 
some to him svon. It is understood that 
he is to be tho final choice of the anti- 
Rollins men, and on that account Rollins 
's already declaring that he will beat 
Fatterson anv wav. Geom that some 
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of Rollins’s lieutenants are already talking 
about a dark horse and are suggesting United 
States Attorney Burns, ex-Gov. Cheney, or 
Dr. Gallinger, Chairman of the State Com- 
mittee, as gentlemen upon whom they might 
be willing to unite, but new candidates are not 
yet deemed necessary, and will hardly be 
reached this week. It is understood that Rol- 
lins, if beaten, proposes to make some 
trade by which Secretary Chandler’s pros- 
pects will be weakened two vears hente. The 
Election Committee of the House has been in- 
structed to investigate the alleged bribery at 
last Fall’s election, when Rollins spent more 
than $37,000 of the State Committee’s funds. 
His friends say that nothing can be proved 
against him, but the Democrats say they will 
make some revelations which will bring un- 
pleasant transactions close to those who man- 
aged the Republican campaign.

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MR. EVANS’S OFFICIAL AXE. ?8 
MEE ENE Ks 
NO FURTHER PROGRESS MADE IN THE “‘IM- 
PROVEMENT’ OF THE SERVICE. 

Wasuineton, June 19.—If it was Internal 
Revenue Commissioner Evans’s purpose, in 
removing Special Agents Eldridge, Cleman, 
Daniels, and Creager, tostir up a breeze and 
direct attention to the bureau, he may be said 
to have achieved a success. The story of the 
removals told in THe Times of to-day 
has been the talk not only of the 
Internal Revenue Bureau, but of the Treasury 
Department. Mr. Evans’s expressed purpose 
—the improvement of the service—is not crit- 
icised, but those who have seen how he has 
begun his work of reform express doubts 


about its success, There are too many indica- 
tions of a lack of consideration of the 
records of the men dismissed, as well 
as of those appointed. It seems that 
Mr Evans, although responsible for the 
changes, did not inspire them all. Deputy 
Commissioner Rogers to-day said that Mr. 
Evans had been advised by some of his subor- 
dinates, and intimated that he had had some- 
thing to say in the matter. He said that while 
Mr. Eldridge had been regarded as a good offi- 
cer while in the Washington office, he was 
not considered a very good outside offi- 
cer to discover frauds upon the revenue. 
Chief Clerk Clark, who has very recently 
been extravagant in talking about the superior 
organization of the bureau, now comes to the 
support of his new chief as warmly .as 
Mr. Rogers, and says thet the Commis- 
sioner should not be content witi re- 
moving four special agents, but should 
change ten or a dozen of them ii he finds 
them incompetent. Commissioner Evans, in 
appointing Mr. A. H. Clark, of Kentucky, to 
be a special agent, has decorated with office 
another one of the 305 medalists, Mr. Clark 
having been one of the men from Kentucky 
who voted for Grant at Chicago. 

The Commissioner was this morning as full 
of his reorganization scheme as he was yester- 
day. Toone gentleman who called upon him 
ana spoke about the changes in the service he 
said: ‘“‘I understand some of the papers 
are making war upon my bureau be- 
cause I have removed a few men. The 
attack won't succeed. Mr. Horton was not 
removed in disgrace. He was removed be- 
cause he was my friend. I appointed him be- 
cause he is my friend. As a ground for re- 
movai I don’t think his friendship for me was 
sufficient. As a reason for appointmeat I 
think it is good.” At 3 o'clock the Commis- 
sioner went to the White House to see 
the President, and it is understood 
that he made the visit by request. 
Some doubt is expressed as to the accuracy of 
Mr. Evans’s statement of the posjtion of the 
President in the matter of the removals just 
made. Some annoyance is said to have been 
shown by the Commissioner when he found 
that the assestions published about his newly 
appointed friends were obtained from the offi- 
cial records, and it was stated this af- 
ternoon that he summoned two or three 
of his officers to inform him if it 
was really true that there were papers of the 
sort referred to affecting the new men, and if 
there were such papers how they came to be 
in the possession of the press. No one could 
tell. A search may discover them, and while 
the letter of warning against Mr. Horton sent 
out by Commissioner Raum is being hunted 
up, perhaps something may be heard from 
Boston about Mr. Horton’s business transac- 
tions with the Boston ‘and Albany Railroad. 
Mr. Evans’s axe was at rest to-day. 
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THE STAR ROUTE CASES. 


MR. MERRICK TO CONTINUE IN THE SERVICE 
—GEN. BRADY’S BAIL. 

Wasnineron, June 19.—To all persons 
who have watched the star route trials, and 
who have seen with what earnestness and in- 
telligence Mr. Richard T. Merrick has assisted 
the Attorney-General in his attempt to bring 
the star route robbers to judgment, it wiil 
be good news to learn that Mr. Merrick has 
been induced to continue in the service of the 
Government in the prosecution of the causes 


awaiting trial. Mr. Merrick said to-night, 
when asked if he had decided te remain in the 
service: ‘*The Attorney-General has been 
true to his office and the cause of justice and 
to me throughout these entire transactions. 
He has never failed me in any instance, and if 
I live and have strength I will stand by him 
to the end.” 

Gen. Brady came into court this morning 
for the purpose of furnishing bail for his ap- 
peurance to answer the charges contained in 
the two indictments charging him with receiv- 
ing money while Second Assistant Postmaster- 
General} as a consideration for increasing cer- 
tain star route mail service. Judge Wylie 
said that the verdict in the trial just ended 
would probably be a sufficient reason for 
vacating the bond given by Gen. Brady 
in that case. The original indict- 
ment remained, but as he understood 
that it was nearly identical with that recently 
disposed of, he thought that it should be aban- 
doned. Mr. Ker said the Government did not 
purpose trying that indictment, and if the 
court thought it should be dismissed he would 
not object. As My. Merrick was not present, 
however, he asked that any action in that 
matter be postponed until Saturday next. 
The subject was then dropped, and after some 
discussion the court fixed the bail in the two 
additional indictments at $10,000 in each case. 
Gen. Brady will give the required bail on Sat- 
urday. 

FIGHTING OVER HIGH LICENSR. 

Cuicaco, June 19.—Mayor Harrison and 
the Common Council will fight the high license 
measure in the courts and by counter action in an 
ordinance to nullify the State law. The Council 
has already taken adverse ‘action by extending 
the municipal license year nine months. To-day 
hundreds of the saloon-keepers took out new 
livenses, paying at the rate of $103. a year. which 
is the old tax. The Citizens’ League of Chicago 
will ask the courts to insist that the high license 
measure shail go into effect July 1, the date con- 
ternploted in the State law.

MORE FAILURES IN LARD

FEARS IN CHICAGO THAT THE 

WORST IS NOT OVER. 

P. D. ARMOUR SATISFIED THAT ALL DANGER 
OF A GENERAL PANIC HAS PASSED—AN 
EFFORT TO MAINTAIN PRICES. 

Cuicaeo, June 19.—‘‘ ‘ Uncle Peter’ is all 
broken up,” said Mr. P. D. Armour to-day, 
adding: ‘‘ He is in Milwaukee, unable to leave 
the house. He is only beginning to realize the 
extent of his disaster, and it has shaken him 
allup. lt will be some time before the exact 
condition of his affairs is known.”’ ,, 

For an hour or so to-day the Chicago specu- 
lators resembled ‘‘ Uncle Peter” in being ‘‘ all 
broken up.” The leading produce markets 
were fairly active, but very nervous. The 
markets opened weak and fell off on mutter- 
ings that some house was in trouble. Big 
operators made efforts to sustain prices, which 
were only partly successful, and the reports 
of failures were industriously contradicted 
and characterized as the whisperings of un- 
scrupulous bears. It leaked out, however, that 
a big house on Lasalle-styeet was in straits, and 
things began to look decidedly panicky. At 
this time, a little after 11 o’clock, the an- 
nouncement was made from the baicony that 
M. 8S. Nichols & Co. had closed all their 
trades, and were prepared to pay all differ- 
ences, having decided to stop temporarily in 
order to settie up instead of trying to weather 
an excessive cali for margins. Later in the 
day John L, Peck and Henry Bausher, Jr., of 
the firm of Peck & Bausher, dealers in lard 
and * Jard-oil,” at Lasalle and Adams streets, 
filed in the County Court a voluntary asssign- 
ment tor the benefit of their creditors. 
R. W. Falkner was appointed Assignee. This 
failure of a very old firm, both of whose mem- 
bers do a lard business on the Board of Trade, 
is the latest disaster brought about by the 
McGeoch crash. ‘The liabilities cannot be 
definitely ascertained, but they are believed to 
border closely on $100,000. The firm has a 
large refinery at Lumber and Eighteenth 
streets. It is rumored that at least one mem- 
ber has been privately buying lard and was 
caught last Saturday with a large quantity of 
iton hand. Mr. Bausher said to-day: ‘ The 
assignment was thought advisable on account 
of the recent decrease in the price of lard, 
which affected us heavily. lt was made to 
protect ali our creditors. We are showing no 
favor to any of them.”’ : 

** What are the assets and liabilities ?” 

‘“‘T prefer to say nothing on that point until 
I can make a definite statement. Iam work- 
ing now to find them out exactly.” 

Bocaking of the failure of R. H. Parks & 
Co.. of New-York, this afternoon, Mr. George 
Nichols, a member of the firm of M. 8. Nichols 
& Co., said: ‘*Wehave unsettled deais with 
Parks & Co., but cannot tell their extent, nor 
can they. The statement that we have $75,000 
of their money is very questionable. We think 
Parks & Co. would owe us considerable money 
if their accounts were settled up, though 
doubtless they think the balance is in their 
favor. So far as our precipitating the failure 
of Parks & Co. is concerned, you may sav it 
is not so, and you may deny that we owe them 
any $75,000. There are unsettled accounts, 
but we cannot tell what the amount will be. 
These are great times and a firm must have 
money to work on. We have put up over 
$250,000 in margins since Saturday.” 

Mr. Nichols managed his affairs very clever- 
ly to-day. The house haa probably as large a 
lot of open trades as any on ’Chauge. Orders 
were given early to close them up, and the 
brokers had accomplished all of this almost 
before any one knew what was going on. 
Though the markets were filled with uncertain- 
ty, trades for millions ot bushels of grain and 
large blocks of provisions were closed, many 
of them by the regular employes of tbe firm. 
The whole business was closed out before 11 
o'clock, and then the boys were frankly in- 
formed of the transaction. If notice had been 
given in the ordinary way to close out deals 
“for whom it may concern” there would 
probably have been a panic on the board equal 
in every way to the one of Saturday. There 
is little doubt that coolness and good manage- 
ment prevented another such scene. 

lt is understood that Fowler Brothers of- 
fered to pay a bank in this city the market 
price in cash for ull the Wright & Co. 
brand of alleged adulterated lard the 
bank held, which is estimated to exceed 
25,000 tierces. The offer was declined. It 
is supposed that an effort is being made to 
buy up all this lard and take it out of the 
market. Tbe latest feeling on the street was 
very weak and uncertain. There were a good 
many expressions of fear that the worst is 
not over. Mr. Armour, however, declares 
that ail danger of anything like a general 
panic has passed away for the present. A re- 
porter asked him; ‘ Will the failures to-day 
cause anything like a reaction toward uncer- 
wT, again ¢” 

**No, I don’t think they will. There has 
been since Saturday last an unusual and very 
unnecessary call for margins, and this nas dis- 
concerted people and caused some confusion, 
but that will stop in a short time when confi- 
aence becomes entirely restored.” 

**It was feared that should the banks force 
sales of the lard held by them it would cause 
another break in prices.” 

“The banks have digposed of all the lard 
they had. I speak advisedly when I say so. 
They sold all they had yesterday but 8,000 
tierces, and that they sold this morning. There 
is no use disguising the fact; we took it our- 
selves. I speak advisedly when I say that all 
kinds of meat now in stock have got into the 
hands of merchants who have means of plac- 
ing itin the hands of actual consumers, and 
are able to bold it till it goes into consumption. 
It is moving off very nicely now, and I do not 
anticipate any more trouble.” 

A mortgage was placed on record here to- 
day from Daniel Wells, Jr., of Milwaukee, to 
Alexander Mitchell, of the same city, covering 
some very valuable property in Chicago, This 
is accepted as an unmistakable indication that 
the great lard dealers are pressed for funds. 
It has also given rise to a rumor that the 
wealthiest dealers will yet attempt to corner 
the market.

FAILURE OF R. H. PARKS & CO. 

“The suspension of R. H. Parks & Co., 
brokers at No. 13 New-street, was announced 
in the Stock Exchange yesterday at about 
noon, and created considerable surprise, but 
very little excitement. The event produced 
no perceptible effect on the business of the 
Exchange. A few small lots of stocks 
held by the suspended firm were bought 
in, and sold, under the rule, as follows: 
Bought—One hundred shares Jersey Cen- 
tral, 200 St. Paul common, 100 Rock Island, 
100 Union Pacific, 200 Jersey Central. 
Sold—Two hundred shares Rock Island, 200 


Louisville and Nashville, 500 Reading, and 100 
Wabash, preferred. The cause of the suspen- 
sion was declared to be the failure of the firm 
ot M. 8S. Nichols & Co., of Chicago, to bonor 
the cdraftsof R. H. Parks & Co. for a large 
amount. The failure of the Chicago firm 
was not announced in the Exchange until af- 
ter that of the New-York firm. The offices 
of R. Hh. Parks & Co. were crowded with busi- 
ness men during the afternoon. The members 
of the firm seemed to be confused by the sud- 
denness of the financial trouble that had come 
upon them. Mr. R. oO. Parks informed a 
Times reporter that his firm were the New- 
York correspondents of the large grain and 
provision hoase of M. 8. Nichols, of Chicago. 
‘** In the natural course of business,’’ he said, 
* we drew drafts upon M. 8. Nichols & Co. to 
the amount of $43,500, and I was astonished 
when [ heard that they had been dishonored. 
I had supposed that Nichols & Co. were 
worth a million and a half of dollars. 
All the explenation I have received 
is that the Chicago firm got caught in tne Mc- 
Geoch failure. I cannot tell how badly I am 
hurt unti! I hear further from M. 8. Nichols & 
Co. My business here is all right and the ac- 
counts are all straight, but, of course, to have 
my drafts dishonored hurts me. It almost 
breaks my heart. My firm has never specu- 
lated, and I would not havea manor boy in 
my oustey that did speculate.”” Mr. Parks 
believed that the suspension of his firm would 
only be tempo ‘ 

he firm of R. H. Parks & Co. is composed 
of R. H. Parks. H. E. Dillingham. and C. G. 


White. It has been doing business a little 
more than a year, and succeeded the firm of 
H. E. Dillingham & Co. Mr. Parks is a mem- 
ber of the Produce and Cotton Exchanges, and 
is spoken of by fellow- brokers as aconservative, 
bonorable, and well-to-do man. He lives at 
the Windsor Hotel. Mr. Dillingham is a mem- 
ber of the Cotton Exchange, and Mr. C. G. 
White is a member of the Stock Exchange. 
The firm has a good standing on the Street. 
No official notice of the suspension of R, H. 
Parks & Co, was sent to the Produce Ex- 
change, but the fact became known there early 
in the afternoon and was freely discussed. ‘The 
prevailing opinion was that Parks & Co. had 
been dragged down by the suspension of M. 8. 
Nichols & Co., of Chicago, who had been spec- 
ulating largely in lard and other provisions. 
A gentlemau who is well acquainted with Mr. 
Nichols’s affairs stated that the dishonored 
drafts had been drawn to make good margins 
on orders filled by Parks & Co, for the Chicago 
house. Mr. Nichols, he said, was practically 
the backer of R. h. Parks & Co. The rela- 
tions between the two houses were so close 
that they were said to be paying $10,000 a year 
for the use of a private wire, furnished them 
by the Baltimore and Ohio Railroad Com- 
pany. The gentleman added: ‘‘[ presume this 
trouble will only be temporary. The house 
of M. 8. Nichols & Co. is very solid, and will 
undoubtedly pay everything in fullin a very 
short time, and the solvency of Mr. Nichols 
means the solvency of R. H. Parks & Co.” 
From another source it was learned that 
*“‘Bob” Parks, as he is familiarly called, was 
originally of the firm of C. C. & R. H. Parks, 
stock brokers, and members of the old **Open 
Board.” He went West about 10 years ago 
to engage in  stock-raising, in which 
he was unsuccessful. About five years ago 
he returned to New-York as the agent of M. 
S. Nichols & Co., of Chicago. He built up a 
large business in grain options, which he ex- 
tended so as to take in stocks, cotton, and pro- 
visions, For a time Mr. M. S. Nichols, of 
Chicago, was a general partner in the firm 
of KR. H. Parks & Co., but he is said to have 
withdrawn about three months ago,continuing, 
however, to be the Chicago correspondent of 
the New-York firm. The firm in this City of 
M. S. Nichols & Co., composed of Melville 8. 
Nichols and R. H. Parks, it is said, was also 
dissolved on March 1 last. Mr. Parks has 
been very enterprising, and is credited with 
Laving made a great deal of money. 


ANXIETY IN MILWAUKEE. 
MILWAUKEE, Wis., June 19.—An attach- 
ment for $125,000 ageinst Peter McGeoch’s 
magnificent estate in Wauwatosa was issued 
to-day. The grain and produce market opened 
sbaky, and a sensation was caused soon 


after the opening by the report from 
Chicago that Nichols & Co. had failed. The 
report was the signal for the wildest ex- 
citement, and one of the greatest panics 
known in years was imminent. A few 
minutes later word was received that 
Nichols & Co. were evening up and 
had not actually failed and the torce of the 
panic was partly averted, but an uncertain feel- 
ing prevailedaliday.

IRON FIRM IN TROUBLE.

GRAFF, BENNETT & CO., OF PITTSBURG, CALL 
A MEETING OF THEIR CREDITORS. 

PITTSBURG, June 19.—The rumors concern- 
ing the financial standing of the iron firm of Graff, 
Bennett & Co., of this city, which have been so ex- 
tensively circulated, were given renewed life this 
afternoon by the announcement that the firm had 
ealled its creditors to meet to-morrow. It 
is considered reasonably certain that the 
firm will be granted an extension. the only 
thing that stands in the way being the 
demand of some of tie creditors of the 
Grafton Iron Company for a speedv settlement. 


What this demand will lead to if it is not with- 
drawn is a matter for the future. The avnounce- 
inent of the embarrassment of the firm has 
caused much less excitement than the first 
rumors. It is stated by a gentleman familiar 
with the affairs of the firm, that their liabilities are 
$1,550,000, and their assets about $2,000,000 exclu- 
sive oftheir plant. This consists of three large 
merchant iron miljlsin this city, a controlling in- 
terestin the Kittanning Iron-works at Roches- 
ter, Penn. and about 15,000 acres’ of 
land in the Platte Valley, along’ the 
Union Pacifie Railroad. Tne whole of this 
property is worth more than $1,500,000, and is said 
to be comparatively unineumbered. The embar- 
rassment of the firm is due almost entirely to the 
losses of the last few years. The failures of 
Evans, Dalzell & Co., Reese, Graff & Woods, 
and Louis  Dalzeli & Co. the fire at 
the Millvaie Works, the damage to _ the 
Grafton furnace last year, and the recent failure 
of that company and other misfortunes have 
caused a loss to Graff, Bennett & Co. of from 
$1,000,000 to $1,300,000. Then, too, the firm bas 
not been especially wise in its fron dealings. 
They have an immense stock of iron on hand 
which could have been sold during the 
boom at $50, but which they demanded $53 
for and which has greatly aepreciated in value. 
Mr. Bennett has 6,000 tons of charcoal pig-iron 
which several years ago he could have sold at $44 
a ton. He was offered that for it, but he 
asked $50. He has carried it at a heavy 
loss in interest, and to-day there is scareely any 
demand for charcoal iron even at $24 a ton. The 
firm, in other words, did not take advantage of the 
advance, but they have done a fair business since. 
If ithad not been for the Grafton Iron Company's 
embarrassment, there is no doubt that Graff, Ben- 
nett & Co. would have gone on without any em- 
barrassment, but the Grafton failure brought mat- 
ters to a crisis.

A SINGULAR GHOST STORY. 
MOTHER AND 8ON DRIVEN CRAZY BY A SUP- 
POSED VISIT FROM THE GRAVE. 

PHILADELPHIA, June 19,—A special dis- 
patch to the 7imes, from Snydertown, Penn., says: 
“Last night Mrs, Moore, a widow, who lives 
with her young son at Brush Valley, near here, 
was startled by hearing a shriek, followed by 
agonizing yells, in the room next to her own, 
which wus occupied by her son, a youth about 16 
years old. In a fright she ran into the room 
and found the boy almost dead with fear 
and trembling in every limb. She quieted his 
fears and questioned him, and, after con- 
siderable delay, he told her that at about 
midnight, while listening to the furiously 
raging storm, he was startled by seeing 
through the dim light of a lamp which burned in 
the room a man raising the window. Almost 


paralyzed with fear, he sat up in bed un- 
able to move until by the aid of a vivid flash 
of lightning he perceived the features of the man 
to be similar to those of his father, who was killed 
in the mines five years ago. With the shriek 
that had so startled his mother he sank 
on the bed and the intruder fied hastily. 
When the mother had heard his story she turned 
her gaze toward the window and beheld 
the identical face pressed against the 
pane. With a ioud yell she sprang to 
the window, and raising the sash, jumped through, 
and striking the ground 25 feet below with terrible 
force, injured herseif fatally. The shrieks and 
moans of the young Moore brought a few neighbors 
to the spot, and they carried the limp body of 
the woman into the house, and after a few 
hours’ labor succeeded in bringing her to sensi- 
bility. As soon as she fixed her eyes on 
her son she burst into a violent fit of laugh- 
ter, in which the son _ joined, and which 
Jasted until both fell to the fioor exhausted. 
On the part of young Moore the 
fit of lanching was then followed by violent spas- 
modic attacks. He foamed at the mouth, barked 
like a dog, and made vicious snaps at those who 
attempted to quiet him. 

A young farmer named Herrick went up to him, 
and while attempting to quiet him caught hold of 
his hand. No sooner had he done so than 
he too was selzed with fearful spasms. 
and writhed on the floor in intense agony, exhibit- 
ing the peculiarsymptoms manifested by the others 
The few other neighbors who had come to the 
scene were so badly frightened as to be of little 
assistance, and they fled precipitately, leav- 
ing the three maniacs alone in the room. 
Mrs. Moore was stark raving mad, and 
soon the two young men were busy at 
work demolishing the furniture and striking 
wne another. One of the women who had at 
first rushed to the house ran home and re- 
turned with her father, an old army 
Sergeant named Billheimer, who ran _ into 
the room, and, grasping Herriek, threw him 
to the floor, and, putting his foot upon 
his breast, bound him with the bed ropes. 
He then secured young Moore in a 
like manner. Mrs. Moore was bleeding from the 
wounds received from failing out of the window 
and lay on the floor insensible Lifting her 
in his arms, Billbeimer carried the woman to 
the open air, the storm having ceased. 
One of the nelghbors had mounted a horse 
about one bour before and _ ridden at 
full speed across the rough country 
road in search of a doctor. After a long 
search he found one and brought him to the 
stricken family. The young man Herrick 
was taken home by his father in 
the morning, and another physician at- 
tended him. No hope is entertained of 
Mrs. Moore’s recovery. Her son was unusu- 
ally violent this morning, and could scarece- 
ly be held by four men. The case has 
occasioned much excitement among thie 
farmers throughout the neighborhood. Mrs. 
Moore and her son are practical, steady peo- 
ple. Young Herrick is not so violent, but arrange- 
ments are being made for his removal to an asy- 
jum. Mrs. Moore was in a sinking condition this 
evening, and she will hardly live until morning.”

MURDER OF THE REV. MR. BORDEN, 
THB SHOOTING DONE BY THE REV. MR. 
JENKINS AND HIS BROTHER. 

MANSFIELD, June 19.—The preliminary 
trialof the Rev. B. F. Jenkins and Edward Jen- 
kins began to-day. Counsel for the defense asked 
that the examiuation be deferred, as it 
was probable that on the arrival of additional 
counsel a preliminary trial would be waived.

Borden, Distriet Attorney Hall wrote to the father 


of Miss Mary Butler, giving details of the killing 
and the rumored connection of his daughter with 
_, matter, and to-day received the following 
reply: 

“My Dear Srr: Your 
just to hand, and contents noted. There is 
not one word of truth in the 
charge yourefer to. Myself and wife both have 
questioned my daughter fully on the subject, 
and she says there is not a word of truth in the 
report. I regret very much Mr. Jenkins took up 
such an idea. My daughter says she said nothing 
to Mr. Jenkins from which he possibly could infer 
anything of the kind.” 

When asked why Borden was killed, Ned Jen- 
kins answered, “* He seduced Mary Butler.” 

Miss Mary Butler has made the following state- 
ment: “I hereby deny having made atany time a 
confession to Mr. Benjamin T. Jenkins, Jr., to the 
effect that Mr. Borden had in any manner ill- 
treated me only so far as shall be explained. 
When asked by Mr. Jenkins if Mr. Borden had 
treated me badly, I told him yes. He then asked 
inwhat wey. Itold him: ‘I can’t tell, but you 
ean think any way you wish.’ The only indignity 
ever offered by Mr. Borden to me was in the 
library about 10 days ago, when I was 
there for some books, when he approached 
me and attempted to put his hands upon 
me,and I immediately left the room and was 
never in his presence alone again during 
the remainder of my stay at Mansfield. ‘This 
treatment of Mr. Borden to me was never 
mentioned to any one but my mother.” 

lt may be stated that Miss Butler has a father 
and two brothers to protect her honor, if 
such protection had been necessary. She is 
18 years of age, handsome, and unusually 
intelligent. A younger sister was at the Mansfield 
Seminary with her. Jenkins seems to have been 
suffering from hallucination of mind when he fired 
the fatal shot.

KILLED BY THUNDER-BOLTS. 
TWO MEN STRICKEN DOWN IN LOUISIANA

The soles of Odum's 
shoes were burned off, and some pieces of gold 
and silver in his pocket were melted to- 
gether. Borden was a resident of the 
place, and Odum was one of the biggest stock 
raisers in the eounty. A colored man, a servant 
of Oduma was standing about 40 feet from the 
men when the lightning struck them. He received 
——_ shock and had the soles of his shoes torn 
oi.

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A GREAT VALLEY FLOODED

THH MISSOURI AND ITS TRIBU: 
TARIHES BREAKING BOUNDS. 
THE SURROUNDING COUNTRY SUBMERGED, 
MANY LIVES LOST, CROPS GREATLY IN- 
JURED, AND RAILROAD TRAVEL PARTL? 

SUSPENDED. 

Sr, Josep, Mo., June 19.—All the small 
streams in the Missouri Valley have overflowed 
their banks within the past week, and por 
tions of Missouri, Kansas, Nebraska, and Iowa 
have been flooded, causing great destruction 
of railroad property, and making necessary 
almost a total suspension of travel and traffic ove: 
the entire railway system of this region. Hun- 
dreds of acres of wheat. corn, and rye are sub- 
merged, and the damage to the crops in the bottor 
lands will be very great. The rain of Saturday 
night and Sunday extended over Central and 
Eastern Nebraska, Northern and Central Mis- 
souri, Southern Iowa, and throughout Kansas, 
and was the heaviest for many years. The 
water fell in torrents, and the swollen streams 
soon began their work of destruction. The flood 
in Walnut Valley, Kansas, is more extensive than 
has been known for years. The water swept over 
growing fieids of corn tu the depth of four feet ia 
many places, and did great damage on the Dela 
ware River. 

All Kansas residents are great sufferers. Whole 
farms are inundated and thousands of acres o! 
grain have been destroyed inthe territory through 
which the stream flows. At Seneca,Kan.,the Nemaha 
River has overflowed its banks and caused 
great destruction. The Nemaha has beer 


higher than at any time since 1858. At 
Baker’s Ford the house of Thomas Ackers 
being threatened with destruction, he took his 
family and the wife and children of a Mr 
Boram into his wagon and  attemptet 
to escape, There were eight persons in thé 
vehicle, and whiie attempting to cross Turke 

Creek they were caught in the current an 

were swept down stream. Several of the 
party iwere drowned, Mrs. Boram_ alone 
escaping. She lodged in a tree and was rescued lt 
hours later. Her babe was washed from her armi 
and drowned. Only one of the bodies had beer 
found at last reports. The town of Wathena 
Kansas, was flooded early Sunday mornine, 
and many  peopie barely escaped ~ with 
their lives, Peters Creek expanded to ¢& 
width of over two miles and swep?f 
everything before it. The water began to pou. 
into the second-story windows about 2 A. 
M. and the people were obliged to- flee. 
At that hour the large railroad station 
was carried into the Missouri River, a distanee of 
two and a half miles. <A large grain ware- 
house, containing several thousand  bush- 
els of wheat, was undermined and swept 
away, and all classes of property. were 
damaged. The townisecout off from railway con- 
nections at this writing. All bridges have been 
swept away. and the only way of traveling fo the 
place is on foot. The damage between Troy, Kan., 
and Wathena will reach $100,000. 

In Nebraska the greatest damage was done 
by the storm of Saturday night and Sun- 
day morning. It does not appear to have 
extended west of Hastings. but spent 
its fury in the Missouri River counties. 
A new settlement called Brook, on the Nebraska 
extension of the Missouri Pacifio between 
Hiawatha, Kan., and Lincoln, Neb., is reported 
to-night as entirely sweptaway. A good portion of 
the Burlingtou and Missouri Railroad was sub- 
merged, and the track of the Kansas City, Michi- 
gau and Nebraska Road was swept away for sever- 
almjles. It will take several days to repair the 
damages. 

Throughout North-west Missouri, and especially 
in the Grand River country, the damage to crops 
will be very great. Grundy County is said to be fully 
one-half inundated. The P'atte River is higher than 
atany time since 1848, and is over its banks for 
many miles. Crops, briages, and fenees have 
been carried away, and still greater damage 
is looked for. St. Joseph has been water-bound 
since Sunday. Only one of the nine railroads that 
strike this city have received any freight since Sat- 
day, and the Hannibal and Missouri Pacific are 
the only roads that have carried mali in or 
out. The only train out of here to-day 
went north this afternoon over the Valisca 
branch of the Kansas City, St. Joseph 
and Council Bluffs, taking passengers and a large 
amount of accumulated mail for Eastern, North: 
ern, and Western points. A train is expected 
through from Council Bluffs early in the morning. 
The only communication northward is over the 
Kansas City, St. Joseph and Council Bluffs, as far 
as Atchison. There have been no trains out to-day 
over the Hannibal, Wabash, Missouri Pacific, St. Jo- 
seph and Wabash, St. Joseph and Des Moines, or the 
Creston branch of the Chicago, Burlington and 
Quincy. All the railroads are greatly damaged by 
wWashouts, land-slides and destruction of bridge. 
it will take a week or more to get any of the 
lines in full working order. The Roek Island 
bas nine miles of track washed out east 
of this city, and trains were abandoned 
to-day. The St. Joseph and Wabash had 49 
bridges destroyed between this pointand Hanover. 
Twenty-uine of them have been replaced, and the 
road is clear between Grand Island, Neb., 
and Seneca, Kan., but it will be a week or mvure 
before connection is made hetween St. Joseph 
and Seneea. The St. Joseph and Des Moines 
bas lost several bridges, the track is under 
water for many miles, and all trains have been. 
abandoned. The Nebraska extension of the’ 
Missouri Pacific lost all its bridges, and 
no attempt has been made to send a 
train out, The Hannibal ran a train 
through up to yesterday. but the bridge over 
the Platte River was lifted and traffic bad 
to be abandoned. This afternoon a Han- 
nibal train bound East started over the Rock 
Island track, but the report reaches here 
that it got no_ further than Edgerton 
Junction. The Wabash has been badly 
damaged and all trains ure abandoned 
forthe present. It has had no connections east 
of Richmond and Lexington Junction for two 
days. ‘the Missouri Pacific has had connections 
between St. Louis and Kansas City up to to-day, 
but a break hus now occurred, and its train 
out from here was abandoned th’s afternoon. 
There has been no Chieago connection by way of 
the Creston Braneh of the Chicago, Burlington ana 
Quincy for several days, and it will take several 
days to repair damages to track and culverts on 
tbis line. 

Hundreds of people came to St. Joseph last week 
from Milwaukee, Chicago, and points in Nebraska, 
Iowa, and Kansas to attend the Saengerfest, and 
the majority of them have been water bound since 
Sunday. The Missouri River has been rapidly ris- 
ing for two days, and fears have been entertained 
of great damage at several points. At this point 
it raised six inches last night, but has been at a 
stand-still during theday. Itis still five feet below’ 
tne highest point reached in 1881. The Platte Riveris 
Nebraska is swollen to an unprecedented extent, 
and the great volume of water it is emptying 
into the Missouri is the chief cause of the rise 
in that stream in this locality. There was 4 
2-foot rise in the Missouri at § Nebraska City 
this morning, but advices from Sioux City and 
Yankton state that it was falling at these pointa 
today. There was no rain-fall yesterday or to- 
day, and the greatest danger from the swollen 
streams has probably now passed. 


Kansas City, Mo., June 19.--The river last 
night reached a height of 22 feet and was rising 
slowly. The village of Harlem, opposite here, is 
deserted. So far as known there has beea 
httle damage done as yet by the water in the 
river, although some damage has resulted from the 
freshets in the tributary streams and the very heavy 
rains. The reports do not indieate any alarming rise 
as yet in the river above this point. Twodeaths by 
drowning occurred herefyesterday, the victims be- 
ing a colored boy and girl. Thesituation has not 
materially changed to-day. The water has risen 
about eight inches since last night, and this even- 
ing is nearly stationary. 


LitrLe Rock, Ark., June 19.—A special to 
the Gazette from Helena, Ark., says: ‘*The rise in 
the river here is steady and alarroingly great. The 
gauge shows arise of seven inches a day. Much 
of the bottom country is already suffering.”’ 


Sr. Louts, June 19.—The coming flooa ab- 
sorbs allinterest here. The Missouri River is the 
chief point of danger. Fears are entertained that 
this stream will enguif the bottom lands on 
the Calloway County side and cause great 
loss of life. For50 yearsthe river has been cut- 
ting in on the Calloway side until houses that 
once were half a mile from the river 
bank are now within a few yards of 
it. At this point the aspect of the Mississippi, 
as it sweeps under the big bridge, is de- 
cidedly angry. The current is very 
swift, and great trees and logs are 
being carried by in large numbers. Only one of 
the bridge arches on the levee remains dry, and 
through the others the water is ru-hing with 
the swiftness of a wmill-race. Very few of 
the boats at the levee have complete gang-¥ay 
communication with dry land, and in drawiny 
goods to some of them the horses are standing 
belly deep in water by the time they reach 
the point of unloading. At the wharf 
boats used by the Missouri packets fh 
was stated the rise all along that river continves 
very serious, but in the opinion of those. of long 
exverience the river at St. Louis had about reached 
its maximum point. 

The condition of the overflowed district in 
North St. Louis remains without any particular 
change. The Neidringhaus Brothers, with a large 
force of men, are banking out, hoping to keev 
the water from getting into their mill, 
The Eau Claire Yards, at the foot ol 
Mollinckrodt- street, are _ still safe, -bul 
hundreds of teams and meu are at work throwing 
up a levee along theriver front. The great sew} 
at the foot of Ferry-street stiii holds out, but if i 
suould break the whoie _ territo 
tiguous to it would -bde tnandated.

ing to the river may burst its bounds from 
the great strain brought upon it by the 
pressure of the hack water, South of 
the arsenal. Along the bank of the river is a large 
number of squatters with their families, the place 
having the appearance of a village. Just now they 
may truly be styled a floating population, as 
many of their houses, built on small flats 
ere rising witn the river, and are kept 
eabled to the bank, ‘Those who pale 
without first securing boats for a foundation have 
been compelled to leave their shanties to be swept 
away. Tae waterhas broken through the walis 
made to protect the ice-houses south of Lesperance- 
street, and they are now in decidedly bad condition. 
At Adam's bueket factory a vigorous fight i being 
made to keep the flood from the oarke, and the 
struggie se ye yy successful, the embank- 
ments which have been raised keeping the water 
out. The transfer traek in Rast Carondelet is now 
covered with water to the depth of several feet, 
but transfers are stili made. -This morning the 
stage of water Was 32 feet 5 inches,

The Jlowlahds north and south of 

St. Lonis are completely inundated, many of the 
houses containing nearly two feet of water, 
Capokai Creek ts bank full and has broken 
its boundaries in several places, but as yet 
has done little damage. The cellars in 
East St. Louis are all full, and in some 
of the residences in tho main part of the city the 
water {s oozing through the lower floors. The 
tract of land between East St. Lonis and the 
tolored village of Brooklyn is two feet under 
water, and the latter village will be submerged to- 
morrow if the present rise e¢ontinues. 

The condition of the many railroads leading into 
St. Louis, with reference to high water; while in 
many instances slightly improved this morning, is 
in others worse than ever, and the continued 
rise of the river which, it is caleulated will not 
reach the climax before to-morrow evening, will 
greatly increrse the local complications. The Wa- 
bash, which seems to have suffered most, is stil 
out off from Kansas City and Council Bluffe. The 
river, along which the track runs for some 
distance this side of Kansas City, is out 
of bank and the track unht for use. Loeai trains 
arerun from St. Louis as far west as Liberty 
Lanaing and Harlem, while all through busi- 
ness, both freight and passenger, is sent 
over the Missouri Pacific. It is expected 
to send the regular Council Bluffs train 
out this evening. The break in the Humstone and 
Shenandoah has been e¢losed. and that road will 
be used to getinto Council Bluffs The Council 
Bluffs Division is in a very bad condition. owing to 
the unprecedented risein the Grand River. The 
Grand River is seven feet higher than last June, 
which was then considered the highest possible 
limit. Another washout on the line between Han- 
nibal and Springfield is reported, but not 
of a serious nature. The rise in the 
river has hardly gotten far enough south yet to 
affeot the Iron Mountain or any of its branches, 
but itis expected, and preparations for proteoting 
the Belmont Brancn especially are being made. 
The Chicago and Alton people reported that. 
they were all right everywhere this morning 
but are expecting trouble at or near Kansas City 
during the day. Perishable freight is still being re- 
ceived, however, and the immediate danger can- 
not be over great. The St. Louis and Cairo narrow 
gauge has been eompelied to quit the use of its 
new line just built between Carondelet and East 
St. Louis, and is using the Conotogue Koad. The 
water is not yet over the track, but, the 
road being new and soft, it had to be 
abandoned. Otherwise the road is all right 
clear through te Cairo. The Keokuk and St. 
Louis is again suffering severely, but not 
so greatly as during the last rise, as the track has 
in the meantime been raised in the low places and 
proteetead where exposed to the ourrent. The 
Cuivre River hridge is washed out and cannot be 
replaced in less than a week. 
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HEAVY RAIN AND WIND STORMS. 
THROUGHOUT THE COUNTRY BY 
TORNADOES AND LIGHTNING. 
Trentrox, N. J., June. 19.—A tornado 
struck Penn's Manor, a small village in Buck’s 
County, Penn., about 5 o’clock this afternoon, and 
dia extensive damage generally. The large 
tobacco warehouses were unroofed, and the 
cases of stripped tebacco were undone. The 


most damage was done to Rebbine's tobacco 
warehouse. The loss will aggregate about $5,000. 
Trees were blown down and carriages along the 
road were upset and their occupants thrown out. 
No lives are reported lost. 


Borprntown, N. J., June 19.—A terrific 
wind, bail, and rain storm set in here this after- 
noon, tearing awnings. blowing down sheds, up- 
rooting trees, and doingother damage. The storm 
lasted about half an hour. Several wagons under 
sheds were demolished. The streets are filled 
with fragments of trees. A storm of such severity 
bas never visited this city before. During the 
storm lightning strack J. VY. Carter's boiler-works, 
at White Hill. 


ScRANTON, Penn., June 19.—The rain-storm 
last night did much damage in the vicinity of this 
place. Several families living on the “ flats’ were 
compelled to wade in water over a foot deep. 
Several business houses lost heavily owing to the 
flooding of their cellars. Railroad travel is 
slightly impeded. The Mott mansion at Hyde 
Park was struck by lightning and set on fire, but 
the fiames were extinguished before much damage 
was done. 


READING, Penn., June 19.—Last night's 
thunder-storm was one of the most terrific that 
ever prevailed around here. Rain fell in torrents 
and the wind blew violently. Seven miles north 
of this city a barn at the footof State Hill was 
struck by lightning and destroyed with all its con- 
tents, including a lot of chickens. From the ao- 
counts received to-day there is some damage to the 
grain erops, and hay-making will have te be post- 
poned for a few days. 


Aspury PaRK, N. J., June 19.—In the heavy 
storm early this morning, the cottage of William 
H. Bradney, of Newark, N. J., at Ocean Park, was 
struck wy ! lightning and the ~~: was badly 
stunned, but not seriously injured. The roof was 
damaged. 

STEUBENVILLE, Ohio, June 19.—Thousands 
of people have visited the scene of yesterday's 
eyclone and viewed with astonishment the ce- 
struction of property in the city. The storm ap- 
pears to have formed about a mile west of here, in 
the Union Cemetery, and to have moved 
eastward until it reached a high hill over- 
looking the northern portion of the city, whence 
it deseended with terrific force, damaging and 
destroying almost everything in ite path as itswept 
across the city a distance of half a mile, and 
plungea into the waters of the Ohio, lifting them 
up in the shape of a water-spout a distance of 100 
feet. The loss is estimated at from $12,000 to 
$15,000. The most remarkable thing is the fact 
that no one was injured, as the storm passed over 
athickly inhabited portion of the city, and ks 
path lay among the finest residences. 
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GONSECRATION OF A NEW CATHEDRAL. 
Moscow Dispatch to the London Times. 

The consecration of the new historical Cathe- 
dral of the Saviour, on the banks of the Moskva 
River, took place to-day in the presence of the Em- 
peror and Empress, the whole of the imperial fam- 
liy, and the élite of Russian and foreign society 
now in Moscow. To make the historical signifi- 
cance of the event more complete, there were 
present two or three veterans who as very young 
men witnessed the “heart of Russia’ burn with 


ardent patriotism against the invading legions of 
Napoleon I., in 1812. The history of the erection 
of this magnificent and imposing monument is a 
curious and interesting one. By special ukase of 
Aiexander I., dated Jan. 6 of the year following the 
expulsion of the Freneh, both Russian and foreign 
architects were invited to compete for the cohstrua- 
tion of the present commemorative cathedral, 
and the choice of the Emperor fell upon the plans 
submitted by Witberg, the son of a Swede residing 
at St. Petersburg, and a member of the Academy 
of Arts. Witberg, although not an architect by 
profession, managed by dint of hard study to pro- 
duce a most original design, but was unfertunate 
in selecting bis site for the structure. On the 24th 
of October, 1817, the foundation was laid with great 
pomp and solemnity by Alexander Paulewiteh, at- 
tended by several foreign Princes, on the slopes of 
the Sparrow-hilis, frem which Napoleon took his 
last look at the burning city. The work of build- 
ing went on until the Emperor’s death, when it 
came to a stand-stiil, in ange ge ofa disagree- 
ment among the members of the Commission of 
Construction, and a general disbelief in the 
fitness of the positien chos for a build- 
ing of such vast dimensiens. itberg, top, not- 
withstanding that be had been baptized into 
the Orthodox Church to avoid all cause of offend- 
ing Russian feeling, was always viewed with 
marked dislike by his colleagues, and was at last 
accused of wasting and misappropriating public 
money. The result was that in 1827heand the 
other members of the commissjon were brought to 
trial and condemned to exile Siberia. Several 
years afterward Witberg returned to St. Petersburg 
and died there penniless. Twenty-two years after 
the laying of the first stone on the Sparrow-hills, 
the foundation of the presert cathedrai, built after 
the design of the second architect, was laid on the 
bank of the river nearer the Kremlin by the Em- 
peror Nicholas. The building, as it now stands, is 
of the usual Russian Byzantine order of architec- 
ture. and both in externa! and internal beauty aad 
wealth of decoration is unsurpassed by any other 
cathedral in Russia, not exciuding even that of St. 
Isaac in St. Petersburg. Its cost is calculated at 
15,000,000 rubles.

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OLASS DAY EXERCISES AT CORNELL 

UNIVERSITY. 

BALLOTING FOR ALUMNI TRUSTEE TO BEGIN 
TO-DAY—MR. WARNER ON THE SITUA+ 
TION—CLOSING FESTIVITIES. 

Irnaca, N. Y., June 19.—Commencement 
Week at Cornell University, which was inaugurated 
by the Baccalaureate sermon of the Rev. Dr. Duryea 
on Sunday, was continued with the exercises of 
Class Day this afternoon. Large numbers of 
Alumni, friends und relatives of the students, 
have been arriving in the past two 
days, and it is generally conceded that 
the present is the gayest Commencement 
Week Ithaca has ever seen. All candidates for 
Alumni Trustee, save Mr. Halsey, havo arrived, 
and canvassing has been active. ‘The balloting to- 
morrow will probably be close and exciting. 
Written proxies of absent Alumni will be counted 
in the first ballot, and then, if there is no eleetion. 
the Alumni present will elect from the two highest 
candidates. Mr. Halsey is supported by nearly all 
of Mr. Warner's friends, but not entirely so, and 
hence he cannot properly be considered as a 


Warner candidate. Mr. G. B. Turner, of Auburn, 
is probably thd strongest reactionary candi- 
date whose friends denounce Mr. Warner and 
the manner and methods of his recent criticisms. 
Mr. F. W. Sprague, of New-York, as a candidate, 
expresses himself as decidedly in favor of many of 
the reforms and changes urged by Mr. Warner. 
but condemns him for his hasty and unadvised 
zeal. Mr Gluck also says that the present endow- 
ment of the university justifies it in raising the 
Professors’ salaries and jin strengthening the 
Faculty as much as possible. Mr. Warner, in an 
interview, said he regretted the turn affairs had 
taken, making the issue a personal matter be- 
tween himself and the President, when 
there was wo such intention on his part. 
Whoever was elected Trustee, he said 
that he believed the leading retorms he called 
for—the increase of the salaries of the full Profes- 
sors 80 as to get the best talent in America. and the 
rapid strengthening of the Faculty in all the de- 
partments—would soon be inaugurated. Many dis- 
tinguished guests, including ex-Gov. Coruelil, the 
Hon. Erastus Brooks. and the Hon. Stewart L. 
Woodford, have already arrived here. Gov. Cleve- 
land will arrive in the morning. 

The exercises of Class Day began in the afternoon 
in the new armory. At2o'clock Parlate’s erches- 
tra struck up agrand march, and the Senior Class 
entered in a body, led by Marshals H. G. 
Tinsley and E. H. Crooker, with gold batons. 
All the géntlemen wore Oxford caps, with 
royal purple tassels. After prayer by tho Rev. 
Dr, Wilson, the class roll was called by the Secre- 
tary. The oration was then delivered by C. H. 
Anderson, of Griggsville, fll. He spoke of the 
many pieasures of student life. an also of its 
many disadvantages. He especially denounced the 
unjust state of the law by which students were 
debarred from participating in State and Presiden- 
tial elections. Miss Jessie M. Bouiton, of James. 
town, N. Y., read an essay ou “ Past and Present.” 
She briefly reviewed the lessons of the 
past, and showed how extreme § respect 
for precedent and ignorant conservatism 
had retarded the progress of knowledge. 
The poem was read by Miss Mary R. Dicfendorf. 
J. L. Pratt made the presentation specch ef the 
class memorial,a portrait of Dr. W. D. Wilson, 
who has beon connected with the university since 
its founding. President White made aspeecb of 
acceptance, paying a glowing tribute to the worth 
and merit of Dr. Wilson. The President of the 
olass, Mr. F. 8. Washburn, of Chicago, ill., then de- 
livered an address to the class. The class then ad- 
journed to the campus, where the ivy oration was 
delivered by Asa A. Alling Woodford, prize orator 
of this year. The class history was read by E. L. 
Prentiss, and A. F. Mathews, eustodian of ‘83, 
made the presentation specch to H. P. De Forest, 
custodian of ’84. Then, with college songs and a 
farewell visit to the college halls, the exercises 
were ended. 

Yo-night Prof. Moses Coit Tyler, who fills the 
first chair of American history and literature ever 
established in an American university, and Prof.

JOHN DEVOY SENTENCED. 


SIXTY DAYS IN THE PENITENTIARY—AN 
APPEAL TO BE MADE TO THE GOVERNOR. 

When John Devoy was asked yesterday, in 
the Court of General Sessions, by Judge Cowinz, 
what he had to say why tho sentence for libeling 
August Belmont in the /rish Nation should not be 
passed upon him, he expressed his entire satisfac- 
tion with the verdict and declared that he did not 
think, under the testimony and the law, any other 
verdiet could have been reached. Hoe considered 
it, coupled as it was with a recommendation to ex- 
trome clemency, a legal technicality wholly absolv- 


ing him of the charge of maliee. Mr. Devoy said he 
wanted to make this statement becatse £0 much 
had been said by the prosecution about good mo- 
tives and justification. The able summing up of 
Assistant District Attorney Fellows and the law as 
laid gown by him left the Jery no other alternative 
than to convict. If the law of libel was as stated 
by Mr. Fellows, then no newspaper publisher was 
safe, and criticism of public men was not permissi- 
ble. Mr. Devoy said that at the beginning of the 
proceedings he objected to being tried before 
Judce Cowing, but it was not his purpose to charge 
against the court any deliberate unfairness. He 
thought, however, that the Judge’s charge to the 
jury wouid bear him out in saying that the court 
had made up its mind before the evidence was 
heard. Mr, Devoy did not complain that any un- 
fairness had been shown against him, and yet he 
felt that he could have obtained a better trial in 
another oourt. 

“A great stir,” continued Mr. Devoy, “has been 
made over the vindication of Mr. Belmont, but it 
was the law, not Mr. Belmont, thet was to be vin- 
dicated. Toamere layman like myself it scems 
absurd that so much stress should be laid upon 
Mr. Belmont’s vindication. He has not been vin- 
dicated by the verdict, but is left to-day just where 
he stood when these proceedings began. I ask no 
favors from him and owe none to him, and I trust 
the sentence of the court will be administered 
entirely upon the merits of the case and not be in- 
fluenced by the recommendations of Mr. Belmont. 
I still hold Mr, Belmont as morally responsible to- 
day to the Irish people for the lost money as he 
was the day O’Mahoney went to his grave, and I 
will not feel deterred from taking any action tha’ 
mav be necessary in the future to get that money 
restcred.”’ Mr. Devoy added that in writing the 
article he was actuated by no feeling of malice. 
and he was only sorry that its language was not 
more temperate. He had nothing to retract, and 
that he wished distinetly understood. 

Judge Cowing, in pronouncing sentence, said 
that both Devoy and Belmont were perfect 
strangers to him and not a moment’s punishment 
in order to vindicate Mr. Belmont should be added. 
lt was not a matter of vindication, but, as a breath 
of the peace had been committed, society to pro- 
tect itself must punish the offender. Judge Cow- 
ing was willing to take the recommendation of 
the jury into consideration, and if it was only a 
question of damages he would feel at liberty to 
suspend sentence. He could not, however, de- 
grade the criminal law by turning it into a ridicu- 
Jous farce. No one held in higher estimation 
than himself freedom of speech and of the 
press, but reputation and honor demanded a legal 
restriction. The only just punishment which Judge 
Cowing thought could be inflicted aad which was 
the sentence of the court was that Devoy be sen- 
tenced to the penitentiary for 60 days. Devoy re- 
ceived his sentence quietly, and in the afternoon 
was taken to the penitentiary by Deputy Sheriffs 
Brown and Stern. Col. Spencer said later in the 
day that he shouid make application to the Gov- 
ernor fora pardon for his client, or to have the 
sentence of imprisonment changed to a fine, as 
there Was not a man on the jury, he said, who did 
not admit that there was no malice shown, while 
Judge Cowing held that the law presumed malice.

Mr. Stevens sat at the head of his table in 
the long, cool committee-room alone, looking pale 
and emaciated, but his own calm, superior self 
notwithstanding. He welcomed us with a kindly 
gleam in his clear, gray eye, gave to each his wasted 
hand, aud drew seats for our little party on either 
side of him. 

Turning to Mrs. Taylor, the mother of Bayard 
Taylor, and a most delightful old lady, he said: 
“1 was as Kennett-square once. Twenty years 
or more ago one named Cooper, or Hooper, and 


myself spoke to the honest farmers of Kennett on 
the abolition question from a wood-pile, and as 


' the people crowded on to our logs occasionally it 


took careful balancing to keep our equilibrium, 
Some time after,when | was elected to Congress, I 
received a letter from one of them written in this 
wise: ‘ Friend Stevens, thee and that other man 
promised us big things years ago on our wood-pile.

While we were enjoying the conversation of 
“the old man eloquent” across the ball of ‘the 
people's house,” in the Senate of the United States 
the impeachment trial of Andrew Johnson was 

ending., We asked him if he was sanguine as to 
he conviction of the President. 
head: ‘As long as it depends on man’s decision, 
no! Poorhuman nature! No honest office-holder 
that comes to Washington. if he does right, can 
get one dollar ahead, and yet I marvel to see men 
poor when they came here go out of that Senate 
worth half a million.” 

We had been shown the day before a menacing 
letter written to Mr. Stevens by the Ku Klux Klan, 
ordering him ‘*‘ to prepare!’ that “his days were 
numbered,” &c.

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RACING IN RAIN AND FOG. 


, Seeger 
FOUR FAVORITES BEATHN AT 
SHEEPSHEAD BAY. 

RACKS WON BY SWIFT, BREEZE, FLOWER OF 
MEATH, BARNKS, VOLUSIA, TOLU, AND 
JOE LEWIS. 

A more disagrecable day for racing than 
yesterday could not be conceived, for fog and rain 
alternated during the afternoon, which gave a 
dreary aspect to the scene at the Sheepshead Bay 
course. In one race the horses could not be seen 
for nearly the whole distance, but, fortunately, the 
fog lifted while the race for the Coney Island Der- 
by was in progress. The sport, however, was of 
the most exciting description, and several surprises 
during the day caused the members of the betting 
ring to stagger. There were seven races, and only 
three of the favorites succeeded in reaching the 
winning post in advance, and the greatest surprise 
of the season occurred in the closing steeple-chase. 
The first raee, of three-quarters of a mile, be- 
gan badly for the knowing ones, who pinned 
their faith to Antrim, but Swift, the fleet filly 
of Mr. George L. Lorillard, ran a fine race 
and won in fast time for the condition of the 
track. The second race, of a mile and a furlong, 


was captured by the favorite, Breeze. The third 
race, for gentleman riders, was won by Flower of 
Meath, ridden by Mr. Purdy in a dense fog, and the 
lady friends of the gentlemen who rode had no 
opportunity to admire the display of horseman- 
ship. The Coney Island Derby, the principal 
event of the day, and worth $5,000, was easily cap- 
tured by the Dwyers’ colt Barnes, who was never 
headedin therace. Ahandicap sweepstakes of a 
mile and five furlongs was unexpectedly won by 
Volusia, from the favorite Hiawasse. while Tolu 
captured the 22-year-old race in a driving rain- 
storm. The great dump of the season thus far 
oecurred in the steeple-chase. The course was 
slippery and dangerous; and the majority of the 
horses fell, one of them, Auburn, breaking his 
back and making necessary his destruction. Joe 
Lewis, on whom only i4-tickets had been sold in 
the mutual pools, had the race to himself at the 
finish, and thereby enriched the holders of the 
tickets on him to the extent of $403 05 each, the 
richest dividend of the year. The other mutual 
dividends were $46 50 on the first race, $21 25 on 
the second, $17 55 on the third. $6 85 on the 
fourth, $31 75 on the fifth, and $10 60 on the sixth.

UNDER AN ACT OF 1721. 


From the Philadelphia Telegraph, June 16. 

The following license has been issued by thi 
Governor, en the request of Gen. Louis Wagner, in 
behalf of the committee appointed to arrange fo1 
the unveiling of the Soldiers and Sailors’ Monu- 
ment at Germantown on the Fourth of July next. 
The novelty of the document is in the faet that it 
is the only cne of the kind that was ever issued, 


and this is given under the act of 1721, which im- 

poses a penalty of ‘'20s. on any white man and 20 

lashes on the bare back of any negro” who violated 

the law. The text of the license is as follows: 

Kobert EF. Pattison, Governor pf the Commonwealth 
of Pennsylvania, to ali whom these presents shail 
come, sends greeting : 

Whereas, In and by an act of General Assembly 
of this Commonwealth, entitled ‘‘ An aot to pre- 
vent accidents which may happen by fire,” passea 
Aug, 26, 1721, a penalty is imposed upon any per- 
son or persons, of what sex, age, degree, or qual- 
ity soever, from and after the publication hereof, 
who shall fire any eun or other fire-arms, or shall 
make or cause tobe made, er sell or utter, or 
offer to expose to sale, any squibs, rockets, or 
other fire-works, or shall cast, throw. or fire any 
sguibs, rockets, or other fire-works. within the gity 
of Philadelphia, without the Governor's speéial 
license for the same; and whereas it has been 
represented to me by the committee appoint- 
ed to arrange for the unveiling of the Soidiersand 
Sailors’ Monument, Germantown, Philadelphia, on 
the Fourth day of July, A. D. 1883, that they desire 
the privilege of firing a salute on that occasion on 
Market-sauare, Germantown, where said monument 
is now being erected, and request that a license is- 
sue for that purpose: 

Now, know ye, that, in pursuance of the autho 
rity in the said act of Assembly contained, and in 
compliance with said request, [do hereby license 
and permit the said committee to fire a salute 
within the limits of Germantown, Philadelphia, on 
the Fourth day of July, A. D. 1883, at the unveiling 
of the said Soldiers and Sailors’ Monument, en- 
joining, however, upon them to exercise special 
care and caution that no injury to property or an 
misehief whatever may result threfrom, of whic 
license due notice shall first be given to the Mayor 
of the city of Philadelphia.

Letter from an Italian in New-York to the Roms 
Jialian Times. 

Landing at New-York by a ferry-boat is the 
first impression I get of Americans. To us who 
have no estimate of hurry, and live longer than 
some of these people exist, the scene is very at 
tractive—in one sense! The ferry-boatis crossing 
early in the morning, and is full of business men— 


that proud term of a country which recognizes the 
dignity of labor and condemns our dolce far niente, 
No one waits for the chain to be lowered; this 
chain ofttimes proteets a free people from going 
overboard. They all jump over it, and — 
before the boat touches the wharf. That is pro- 
ressive young America. And from that early 
Goer until the evening, when they go back on 
this boat, they are jumping over endless chains of 
commerce and coin. The great nation of jumpers ! 
The republic of hurry ! bape «| men in the prime 
of life jump into graves; middle-aged men hurry 
into coffins! I live on, a type of retrogressive 
Italy ! Ob, pregeees, progress | On thy altar are the 
sacrifices of millions of lives, millions of luxuries, 
and millions of happiness! I am hurried off the 
ferry-boat and hurried into a cab; I am hurried 
into a hotel, a bath, a dining-room where a dinner 
is hurried into me, and then told that this is prog- 
ress! I am hurried into and out of bed and down 
Broadway, the veriest guif stream of all hurry, 
Yes; it is‘progress! So is a locomotive on the 
Hudson River Railroad at 80 miles per hour. So is 
cabling messages for the daily press under the At- 
lantie, when the messages are worth oabling! So 
is lobbying at Albany on appropriation bills! 
Progress here is to me a_ paradox, use 
I have not yet lost my Italian peculiarities. 
The American girl is champageny. She is glittering 
foamy, bubbly, sweet, dry, tart—in a word, fizzy | 
She has not that dreamy, magical, murmurry love- 
ableness of our Italian girl. And yet there is a cos- 
mopolitan combination in the American girl that 
mnakes her a most attractive coquette in her frank- 
ness, in her pardonable frivolity,in her beinga 
phonemenon of verbal intrigue!

‘The heroes ir the battle for the lib- 
irty of tbe press have not shed their blood, but In 
the 200 years since the founding of the vost oo ad 
they have always been braving and suffering incar- 
eration aud confiscation. The press has no part 
in the struggles for their rights among the 
les of antiquity or mediwvai times, but in the 
mighty movements of the present and preseding 
bentury it bas broken the ground and prepared 
she way for the soldier and the statesman. To 
drove this we need not refer to the past, but to- 
way. by glancing at passing events in autocratic 
Russia, for instance, can find abundant illustra- 
for is. Itisa natural process in the development 
of the mind that the constant discussion of daily 
bvents at home and abroad, with their relations to 
the foreign policy of the country and to every 
function of government, not only enlarges and 
broadens the grasp of living generations, but in- 
spires in the most timid of men an unusual inde- 
pendence of opinion and daring in its expression. 
fie cannot constantly record injustice and wrong 
without exposing tie perpetrators, asking redress, 
or suggesting a remedy. And so, under Bourbons, 
Napoleons, and the Stuarts and the Georges, the 


press has openly led the fight for freedom and | 


shared in its triumphs. 
‘A little more than a quarter of a century ago 
beran the real liberty of the press, and by the 


rapid processes of evolution which characterize all | 


pfforts toward freedom it has reached its present 
position of absolute irresponsibility to any power 
but itself. Congress and Legislatures regard it 
vith awe and fear. Judges will no longer deliver 
hostile charges or juries convict. politicians have 
become its foilowers, and it dictates policies to 
parties. It is an educator in every branch of 
human thought and activity. It opens all 
the doors of the mind and enters for good or ill. It 
has unrestricted admission to the house and un- 
rivaled infiuence in the family. It exercises, and 
in a sense fills, the functions of preacher and 
teacher. of censor and eoritio, of thinking and 
voting for its readers, Napoleon said that four 
newspapers were more dangerous than a hundred 


thousand soldiers, and he thought his conquests | 
unstable until he had subdued the press of Eu- ;

“With the ineaiculably greater influence of the 
newspaper of to- ay what are the limitations it 
ought to set to its liberties?

Renublics 
tannot be governed well except by partv organiza- 
tions, so evenly balanced and watchful that the 
errors of the one ere the opportunity of the other.

I 
like a party er, impregnably fixed in 
\ts principles, ana ~ ich fights vigvrously and hits 
hard. Butit should have that measure of liberty 
which will make conventions of its party fear to 
submit to its criticisms unworthy nominations and 
the Legislatures of its party afraid to promote bad 
Measures. Jt is better for any organization to 
suffer defeat by independent protest against mani- 
lest wrong than to be perpetually upon the plat- 
form of explanation or kneeling upon the stool 
of repentance. It seldom happens that the 
situation is as embarrassing as one where 
Horace Greeley once said to mein regard toa 
prominent nomination, ‘That man is «n infernal 
rascal, and I intended to oppose him, but the Dem- 
ocrats have put up against hima man who is as 
big a rascal, and a d——d fool to boct. I preferthe 
one quality, pure and unadulterated, and shall sup- 
port the regular ticket.’ 

**The press is the mirror of the daily life of the 
world, but it performs the very highest duty in 
selecting what it shail reflect. The newspaper is 
read by the boy before he begins the study of his 
morning's lesson, and it is Lis companion after he 
returns from school. It is beside our daughter in 
ber boudoir and her bedroom. It drops into those 
poung lives facts, thoughts, and impressions which 

ear sweet or bitter fruitin after years. You and 
Ihave known the whole moral nature of youth 
soiled and spoiled by this unguarded and unguard- 

ble communion. It is often said that there 
s enormous profit in ministering to the 
jepraved and debased elements in human na- 
ure, and that the papers which refrain 
hrow away fortunes. I do not believe it, if the 
paper has come to stay. Without the family sap- 
port no newspaper can survive, and that journal 
will have the longest life, the largest profits, and 
the greatest infiuence which, as far as possible, 
admits to ite columns on!y such matter as ite editor 
would freely narrate at hisowntable. It is said 
that whenever two Russians are together one of 
them is a Government spy, and the opinions of 
eyery individual, no matter where uttered, are 
pes of the records of the secret police. In our 
igher civilization and perfect freedom the ‘ Third 
Section’ has no existence, but the press performs 
its functions and shares its secrets with ull the 
world. The reporter and the interviewer have 
destroyed the privacy of domicile and of thought. 
Fifty years ago this exercise of the liberty of the 
press would have led to breaches of the peace and 
to murder, but the community of to-day applauds 
and calls for:more. A sense of security in abso- 
Jute publicity is an underlying force in all free Gov- 
ernments, and there is great good in our refine- 
‘ment of the principle which compels men whose 
position is official or semi-public in relation to their 
fellows to trequent accountability, but it at least 
admits of a doubt whether it should be carried so 
rd as to take the place of the gossip or the detec- 
tive. 

The error into which this feeling of irrespons!- 
bility sometimes leads the press is that it controls 
and therefore can defy the public. But while do- 
cils and tractable, saas to be easily swayed or Jed 

thin certain legitimate boundaries, yet public 
opinion is always the master. That newspaper is 
strongest which best reflectsit. In molding and 
forming the views of the community as to men or 
measures, the newspaper wields a mighty influence, 
but the most powerful organ cannotrun counter 
to the belicfs or moral sense of its constituency. 
The whole press of tbe North could not bave sub- 
fined the indignant outburst at the firing upon Sunr- 
ter, or checked the grief at the death of Garfield. 
The press interprets and enforces doctrines and 
faiths, but is confronted by a thousand forces if it 
attempts their overthrow. It has been claimed 
that the press has so educated and elevated the 
asses that great men and great leaders—the 
ebsters, Clays. and Calhouns—of the past will 
ever moreappear. The Websters and Clays and 
lhouns of to-day are editing newspapers, prac- 
ticing law, or controlling the great business 
enterprises of the times. But the press 
hes not made the existence of such 
men impossible as the names of Gladstone 
wi John Bright, and Gambetta must indicate.

DISEASES OF LIVE STOCK.

A STRONG ARRAIGNMENT OF TOE ARMY OF 
VETERINARY QUACKS. 

Dr. Edward S. Smith, veterinary surgeon, 
read a paper yesterday before the Farmers’ Ciub, 
in the Cooper Institute, on the diseases of cattle 
and their treatment by veterinary doctors, whose 
methods he condemned. There were, be said, on 
the farms of the United States in June, 1882, 
10,557,981 horses, valued at $1,085,798,100; 1,812,932 
mnles, valued at $181,293,200; 993,970 oxen, 
valued at $49,698,500; 12,443,593 milch cows, 
valued at $3821,089,725; 22,488,599 other cattle, 


valued at $562,214.750; 85,191,156 sheep, valued 
at $627,867,340, and 47,688,951 swine, worth 
$476,839, 510, ‘making a grand total of the value of 
dumb animals on farms in the country, $3,154,821,- 
125. This estimate, however, the lecturer consid- 
ered by far too low, and he felt certain that the 
velue of dumb animals in the United States was 
about seven billions of doliars, judging from the 
fact that some animals are held at $50,000, as in the 
case of Damascus, just sent ty John W. Garrett, of 
Baltimore, to the King of Italy. It isa disgrace to the 
Nation, Dr. Smith said, that there ia not one legally 
chartered, organized, and established veterinary 
college in the country. Veterinary science bere 
lies deep down in the aitoh of ignoranee, and the 
billions of dollars invested in animal property, as 
well as the animals themselves, are Jeft to the mer- 
cies and wantonness of chance. The country is 
flooded with bogus diploma mills, severalof which 
are in this City and otner — of this State. 
These mills have so-called Faculties, composed 
of transported ignorant men, combined with 
home-made doctors of the same kind. 
The former call themselves Professors, and the 
latter M. Ds., which, when attached to millers of 

diploma mills, must stand for Matriculated 
Donkeys. It is not difficult to understand the 
causes why vast multitudes of our dumb animals 
are wantonly destroyed yearly. The community 
ought to support and sustain ascientifioand practi- 
cal mode of treatment, and no longer be made to 
believe that every zymotic disease that prevails 
among live stock is a new one, and demands 
total annihilation to stamp it out effectively. 
The New-York diploma mill destroyed the 

lives of over 7,000 horses in about four 
weeks in 1872. The lecturer also called 
attention to another pbantasm called virulent 
epizootic contagious pleuro-pneumonia, in neat cat- 
tle, which, he said, ned no actnal existence, but 
prevailed solely in the ignorant and superstitious 
minds of British butchers and our domestic di- 
ploma mill quacks. The question had been brought 
to the attention of C ongress and of State Legis- 

latures, and if the law-makers ever intended to 
deal with it honestly and intelligently they would 
hare done so long since, and approached it in the 
spirit of good citizens, and not of demagogues. 
He challenged any cne to produce reliable proof to 
sustain the allegation that absolute annibilation of 
our dairy and beef cattle was necessary, or that 
any of the animals heretofore destroyed were 
afflicted with any other disease than acute bron- 
chitis, which subsequently terminated in pul- 
monary phthisis, or that their pet-named disease, 
contagious pleuro-pneumonia, was of exotic origin. 
Other diseases, called tail rot, wolf in the tail, hol- 
low horn in cattle, and bog cholera, were entitled, 
Dr. Smith said, to no respect in the halls of Con- 
gress or State Legislatures.

WASHINGTON, June 19,—The Hill Investi- 
gating Committse reconvened at 11 o'clock this 
morning, and Gen, Steinmetz was called to the 
stand for cross-exzmination.

STEAM-PIPES IN HOLDS OF VESSELS. 
NO REQUIREMENT OF LAW THAT PIPES 
8H ALL BE PLACED IN CABINS. 

WASHINGTON, June 19.—Tho agents of the 
Anchor Line at New-York wrote to the Secretary 
of the Treasury on the 14th inst. asking his per- 
sonal attention to an alleged conflict between the 
laws of the United States, section 4,470 Revised 
Statutes, embodied in the act approved Aug. 7, 
1882, relating to the inspection of foreign passenger 
steam vessels and the requirements of the Glasgow 
Board of Trade. The matter of difference is in 
relation to the requirements of so much of the 
statute referred to as is contained in the following 
passage: ‘Every steamer carrylog passengers or 
freight shall be provided with suitable pipes and 
valves attached to the boilers to convey steam 
into the hold and the different compartments 
thereof to extinguish fire.” The Glasgow Board 


of Trade say in a letter on this subject that “as 
regards the steam-pipes attached to the boilers, 
they cannot allow any arrangement which, by the 
accidental turning of a cock, will fill the pyssenger 
accommodation and crew space with steam.’’ The 
agent of the Anchor Line asked that s’eps be taken 
at anearly date to assimilate the laws of the two 
countries. The subject was referred to Gen. Da- 
mont, Supervising Inspector-General of Steam 
Vessels, who reported to the Secretary that there 
js really no cause of difference between the Gias- 
‘gow Board of Trade and his own construction of 
the law of the United States. He had already in- 
atructed the Supervising Inspectors of Steam 
Vesseis at New-York that “neither the law 
(section 4.470 Revised Statutes) nor the rule 
(22) intended that steam-pipes shouid be 
introduced into such cabins, but only into the holds 
of vessels and such portions thereof as are not used 
forcabin purposes. * * * An engineer might 
destroy all the occupants of such cabins before 
they could get ont in the excitement of an alarm 
of fre, a contingency never, in my opinion, con- 
templated by the law." The Secretary of the 
Treasury has accordingly informed the agents of 
the Anchor Line that the intention of the law is 
that the freight compartment of the steamer shail 
be supplied with steam-pipes, and under no cir- 
cumstances would the Treasury Department tol- 
erate the use of such pipes in any portion of the 
vessel occupi: d by elther the passengers or crew. 
Special Inspectors of foreign steam vessels will be 
instructed to act in accordance with the above 
construction of the law.

TORPEDOES IN THE POTOMAC. 

WASHINGTON, June 19,—The Star says: 
“There is some excitement among boatmen on 
the Eastern Branch, and particularly those engaged 
on the large Government dredge engaged in dredg- 
ing the channel, over the discovery of monster tor- 
pedoes inthe channel, near the month of the 
braneh. There have been two taken out. The

In the meantime 
his political methods are to be subjected to 
Bn investigation. 
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Whether Judge Hoapty, Judge Geppes, 
Judge TuurMAN, or Gen. Warp shall re- 
ceive the honor of a nomination from the 
Ohio Democratic Convention is a matter 
of ephemeral interest, not likely to out- 
last the two brief years of the official 
term, but if the sages assembled at Columbus 
put in their platform the tariff plank fore- 
shadowed in the dispatches, demanding ‘‘a tar- 
§ff for revenue so adjusted as to afford equal 
protection to American industry without 
creating monopolies,” and accompany it 
with a lucid explanation-of how this can 
be done, they may go home with the con- 
viction that they have done a work for all 
time.

Modesty and self-reliance seem to be 
among the chief charaeteristics of the mem- 
bers of the American rifle team who sailed 
for England yesterday, carrying with them 
the good wishes and the commendation of 
their fellow-citizens. Wedo not recognize 
among the namesof the gentlemen who are 
to represent at Wimbledon the skill and 
nerve of the riflemen of the United 
States any of those made familiar, dur- 
ing previous contests, by their remarkable 
achievements. The members of this party 
have their own reputations yet to make in 
other lands. But they have all been trained 
with untiring patience and painstaking. 
They have indulged in no boastings of their 
prowess and their possible successes. But 
they will undoubtedly make a good account 
of themselves, and—whatever may be their 
ultimate record as marksmen—will maintain 
with credit the name and fame of American 
reflemen. 


Mr. Derew ought to have been an editor 
himself. He is overflowing with the genu- 
ine spirit of the press. He deeply loves his 
fellow-man; nothing of human interest, 
whetherin Valparaiso or Upernavik, Tash- 
kend or St. Louis, is foreign to his broad 
mind; he is a zealous champion of progress;

FROM KENTUCKY. 

When President ARTHUR went to Ken- 
tucky for a Commissioner of Internal Rev- 
enue, and selected one who was practically 
unfamiliar with the business of the depart- 
we were confident that he was in 
search of an original man, some one who 
would not be trammeled by the traditions 
of the bureau, and who would introduce 
novelty in its administration. It did not 
appear to us that the experiment was an 
entirely safe one for the public interests, or 
for the credit of the bureau, or for the 
political fortunes of those who might be 
affected by it. But it seemed likely to 
be a success in breaking up the monotony 
which had so long prevailed in the office, 
where nothing but the most commonplace 
record of economy, honesty, and efficiency 
had been made. Taking into consideration 
all the facts surrounding the appointment, 
jt was reasonable to expect during the dull 
Summer months something from the new 
Commissioner quite out of the usual line. 

Mr. Evans has not disappointed this ex- 
pectation. He has gone about his work 
with an energy and invention even greater 
than we had anticipated. He has introduced 
an entirely new theory of appointments and 
dismissals and a principle of responsibility 
which we venture to hope is not known in 
any other branch of the Treasury. He has 
riveted upon himself the attention, not only 
of his large force of subordinates, in whose 
minds he has awakened the liveliest feel- 
ings, but of the whole country, which, for 

lack of anything more important to think of, 
is wondering where the evolution of the 
Kentucky idea will lead to. Mr. Evanshas 
incontinently dismissed four of the agents 
ot the bureau. One of these is one of the 
ablest and most experienced men in the ser- 
vice, u lawyer of excellent attainments, a 
thoroughly trained officer, a man of probity 
and capacity, and one whose experience ex- 
tends over nearly the term of existence of 
the bureau. He is the author of a large part 
of the regulations of the bureau, and is 
an authority with reference to its busi- 
ness. The other agents are reported 
to be men of good standing, and Mr. 
Evans himself says that there are no 
charges against them. To an ordinary 
mind they would seem to be very valuable 
associates, particularly to a superior officer 
who knows very little practically of the 
work which he has been called to do. 
But Mr. Evans’s is not, we are happy 
to say, an ordinary mind. It is, on 
the contrary, quite closed to those 
considerations to which his predecessors, 
like common men of affairs, have been in 
servile bondage. To Mr. Evans’s intellect 
the value of a revenue agent does not lie in 
his capacity to do his work with credit to 
himself and the bureau. We do not know 
exactly where it does lie, but it dces not lie 
there, and the new—the very new—Com- 
missioner acknowledges the fact. 

The dismissed officers have been, or are 
to be, replaced by four gentlemen, all but 
one hailing from Kentucky. One of them, 
Mr. Hortos, if not a Kentuckian, was 
stationed in Kentucky long enough to get 
himself dismissed for cause. He is a pro- 
tégé of Gen. BUTLER, and that eminent Re- 
publican and earnest supporter of the Ad- 
ministration will be pleased to know that 
Horton takes the place of the agent who 
got # client of the General indicted. A 
second favorite of Mr. Evans is one James O. 
Ray, who is a Kentuckian beyond doubt, and 
who also was dismissed from the service for 
neglecting his duties. A third is from Mr. 
Evans’s own town. A fourth is a surgeon 
from Indiana. It will be seen that the 
standard by which Mr. Evans selects his 
new men isthe complement of that by which 
he judges those already under him. A bad 
record is not a bar to appointment just asa 
good one is no security against removal, and 
absolute obscurity and inexperience are re- 
garded as sound qualifications to replace con- 
spicuous good service. 

Mr. ARTHUR must be very much pleased 
with his new Commissioner. And it is prob- 
able that he will have further reason for con- 
gratulating himself, as Mr. Evans is said to 
contemplate the reméval of Gen. S—EwaLu 
from the head of the force of Special Agents. 
Doubtless another Kentucky man will re- 
place him. Kentucky is a great State. It 
distills a great dealof whisky. It is a power 
in all organized bodies where its interests are 
concerned. from the Congress of the United 


States down—or up. It sends 24 delegates to 
the next National Convention of the Repub- 


lican Party. 


REORGANIZATION AND THE MaA- 
CHINE.

The re-enrollment of the Republicans 
of the City was originally agreed to 
as a. concession to the demand for reform, 
and the pledge required by the district 
associations was displaced by a rule that 
every voter who acted with the Republi- 
cans at the Presidential election of 1880, 
or not so acting should declare his in- 
tention of acting with that party at the com- 
ing election, should be entitled to vote at the 
primaries. It was a part of the plan as 
agreed to by the Committee of Eighteen that 
this re-enrollment should take place on the 
first three Tuesdays in September. In 
adopting the plan last night, the Central 
Committee decided to postpone the re-en- 
rollment until after the November election, 
and the Committee of Eighteen made no 
protest. : 

One object of this postponement is very 
evident, It will leave the members of the 
State Committee from this City in the 
hands of the machine during all the pre- 
liminaries of the canvass of 1884. It was 
provided last night that all Republicans 
should be allowed to take part in the pri- 
maries that are to precede the next State 
election, and a numberof highly respectable 
gentlemen were appointed as supervisors, one 
foreach Assembly district, to act in con- 
junction with the inspectors of the associa- 
tions in conducting those primaries. But this 
will have no application to the choice of dele- 
gates to the next State Convention by whom 
members of the State Committee will be 
designated. Thus, the first important party 
action of the year is left absolutely in the 
hands of the machine men. Moreover, the 
State Committee, besides having direction 
of all the preliminaries of next year’s 
canvass up to the time of holding the State 
Convention in the Fall, will hold an impor- 
tant relation to this very business of reor- 
ganization in the City. 

Plainly the machire men are to have it 
all their own way until after the next State 
Convention, and they are evidently confi- 
dent in their ability to retain control there- 
after. The district associ&tions are to ‘‘con- 
tinue in existence as Republican clubs,’’ and 
until after the November election they will 
continue to be the repositories of the man- 
aging power. They will be the centres of 
political activity for the party, and their 
leaders will exercise all the arts of which 
they are masters to control the action of the 
primaries in spite of the respectable super- 
visors who are to have the privilege of act- 
ing with their mspectors. If they do not 
succeed in bringing to the primaries 
at least one vote for every one 
that comes in voluntarily to thwart 
their designs, they will have lost some 
part of their cunning. The cheerful- 
ness and confidence with which they 
accept the plan of reorganization as 
shaped by themselves show that they are 
confident of their ability to do this. They 
have motives for activity and strenuous ex- 
ertion, and they count on the disinclination 
of their oppunents to work for results. 

After the next election, the new re- 
enrollment will finally be made under 
the direction of the Committee of Eight- 
een, still dominated by the machine, and a 
County Committee and Assembly District 
Committees will be chosen, the old associa- 
tions still being the centres of activity as 
‘‘ Republican clubs.’’ If the Republican 
voters of the City would then come forward 
and exercise their power they could undoubt- 
edly secure control of their organization at 
last, but they could only accomplish it by a 
struggle such as they have never yet shown 
a disposition to engage in. Should they 
make the contest in sufficient force to over- 
throw the machine, the men who contrived 
this plan and are engaged in carrying it out 
would be greatly surprised and disappoiated. 
On the other hand, if they have the spirit 
for such a contest, they can accomplish a 
better result by themselves organizing for 
the overthrow of the machine without giv- 
ing its managers the direction of their action. 
They could make their own organization, 
regardless of existing associations and com- 
mittees, instead of allowing the old power 
to reorganize for them with the determina- 
tion at every step to retain its control. 


SHERIFF DAVIDSON’S BOARDING. 
HOUSE. 


In the criminal branch of the United 
States District Court, yesterday, a forcible 
presentment against the management of the 
Ludlow-Street Jail was brought in by the 
Grand Jury. Prisoners detained by authori- 
ty of the United States courts, in this City, 
are lodged in Ludlow-Street Jail, under a 
State law requiring such prisoners to be re- 
ceived and cared for by County officers. 
The cost of maintenance in these cases, to- 
gether with other fees, are paid by the 
United States, the Warden of the jail period- 
ically sending to the United States Marshal 
his account. The boarding of the prisoners 
is charged for at the rate of 75 cents per day. 
This is said to be the largest amount de- 
manded by any jail east of the Mississippi 
River, and it does not include the fees of the 
turnkey. It has been truly remarked that 
the cost of boarding and lodging at some of 
the respectable boarding-houses of New- 
York is not greater than that which is now 
incurred for the benefit of the management 
of Ludlow-Street Jail. 

If the accommodations and fare of the 
establishment in Ludlow-street were whole- 
some and decent, the magnitude of their 
cost would not be so objectionable. But 
the presentment made by the Grand 
Jury shows that the jiil is shame- 
fully mismanaged. Under the law, United 
States prisoners confined in local pris- 


ons are to be subject to certain conditions,- 


separate cells, non-intercourse. among _per- 
sons confined, and the privilege of their pro- 
curing their own rations being among 
these stipulations. None of these conditions 
are complied with; so that, in addition to 
the charging of excessive rates for United 
States prisoners, the terms of the contract 
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are habitually violated and the prisoners are 
shamefully neglected and ill-treated. 

According to the presentment of the 
United States Giuud Jury, the Ludlow-Street 
Jail is filthy and indecent beyond adequate 
description, It swarms with vermin and is 
pestilentiaf with noisomeness. The policy of 
the management, in brief, is to make as 
much money as possible out of the prisoners 
by a system of petty oppression by which 
the inmates are coerced into buying exemp- 
tions from discipline and procuring expen- 
sive privileges from the keepers. Intoxi- 
cating drinks are readily procurable, and 
prisoners have been taken from the jail 
while in a drunken condition. That the 
jail should be overcrowded is to be taken for 
granted. The income of Sheriff Davrpson 
is increased by any increase in the popula- 
tion of his Ludlow-street boarding-house. 
In his interest a bill was passed by the Le- 
gislature, at its last session, providing for 
the removal to the jail of all prisoners for 
whose accommodation in separate ceils in 
the Tombs it might not be possible to pro- 
vide. Under the pretense of humanity to 
the poor prisoners, persons under arrest are 
taken from the Tombs, where they cannot 
have separate cells, and lodged in Sheriff 
Davipson’s boarding-house, where they are 
even worse off than in the Tombs. This bill 
was confessedly in the interest of the Sher- 
iff. Its intention and purpose were de- 
scribed in Tae Tres before the measure 
was signed by the Governor. It was passed 
against the protest of District Attorney Mc- 
Kron, and the Governor was tully in- 
formed of all the facts when the bill was 
before him. Nevertheless, yielding to the 
importunities of the Irving Hall Democratic 
managers, whose faithful supporter Sheriff 
Davipson is, he signed the bill, and Lud- 
low-Street Jail is being ‘‘ worked’’ to-day 
as a political job for the enrichment of a 
political gang. It is high time that the 
lazar-house and its corrupt management 
were thoroughly overhauled. 


“NO POLITICS IN POLITICS.”’ 


A political veteran was relating to a po- 
litical tyro the story of a job at Albany by 
which legislators ‘‘of opposite political 
faith,’ who were ostensibly very bitterly 
opposed to each other, were to divide a 
large sum of money acquired under color 
of law from the tax-payers. The tyro ex- 
pressing an ingenuous surprise, the expert 
added: ‘‘ You know there are no politics in 
politics, ”” 

That is a precise expression of the fact. 
There are no men in the country quité so 
free from the party spirit against which 
WasHINGTON warned his countrymen as the 
professional politicians of both parties, They 
stimulate party spirit in every possible way, 
and, to use their own phrase, work it for 
all itis worth. Their favorite newspapers 
are the thick and’ thin organs which aiways 
go with the party, and which hold no crime 
equal tothe crimes of bolting and of scratch- 
ing. But they themselves have no politics, 
and may generally be found, when the con- 
test they instigate is at its fiercest, closeted 
together, Republicans and Democrats, in a 
dark room up an alley arranging the terms 
of a deal. 

Here is a true story, without the names, 
of a well-known local politician of great 
‘‘influence’’ in his own district, who died 
some months since. He had for some years 
continuously held fat offices in the Federal 
and in the municipal administrations, and, 
although of profuse and ostentatious habits, 
was supposed to have left a comfortable 
estate. It turns out, however, that he has 
left nothing at all except a collection of un- 
available assets consisting chiefly of dogs and 
otber sporting apparatus and a large and 
varied supply of sumptuous apparel. 

The liabilities of the estate are still more 
curious and interesting than theassets. The 
most remarkable items are two “claims” 
for the same amount—between $5,000 and 
$10,000—but of different dates, for bor- 
rowed money. One of these is presented by 
a person who was a few years since a candi- 
date for a State office in the district of the 
deceased worker. The other is presented 
by the representative of a person who was 
in another year a candidate for Congress in 
the same district. The two candidates, it is 
to be very particularly noted, were of ‘‘ op- 
posite political faith,’’ the candidate who 
was of the worker’s own party being de- 
feated and the candidate of the other party 
suceessful. 

These claims seem to explain themselves. 
At the times when they are alleged to have 
accrued the person against whom they are 
brought was in possession of a sufficient in- 
come for his wants. It is extremely u@ 
likely that he should have applied to the 
claimants for money to be advanced without 
security to be applied to his personal use. 
It is extremely likely that they should have 
advanced him money without security to be 
applied to political uses in their interest. The 
plain vonclusion is that they received value 
for the money, that the ‘‘claims’’ were never 
heard of so long as the man lived who knew 
what they were for, and that they never 
would have been heard of if he had re- 
mained alive. 

Leaving out of the question what looks 
like the personal perfidy of men who intrust 
money to another to secure their election to 
office, and, having received value of the 
man, either in an actual election or 
in his best endeavor to elect, try 
to get their money back at the expense 
of his family, the public lesson of this story 
is not adapted to encourage the lover of pure 
politics. A worker, who is_ referred 
to at ward meetings as a ‘‘trusted 
leader,’? of one party who _ indifferent- 
ly takes contracts to elect candidates 
of his own party and candidates of the 
‘‘ opposite political faith,’’ and who fails 
in the former and succeeds in the latter en- 
terprise, is a peculiar and unique product of 
our system. The fact which ought to dis- 
turb us most is that the contractors seem to 
find so little difficulty in executing their 
contracts. 

A candidate for a Judgeship in this City 
not many years ago invoked the good offices 
of a worker, who frankly answered that he 
could engage that the candidate should not 
run behind his ticket in the worker’s dis- 
trict, and that for $15,000 he could promise 
him a lead of 38,000 votes, the money 
not to be paid until the votes were counted. 
The candidate, either from confidence that 
he would be elected in any case or from a 
better motive, declined the negotiation and 
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was beaten, although the promised majority 
would have elected him. 

The parties in this case were not of ‘‘ op- 
posite political faith,’’ so that it 1s free from 
the blackest of the political immoralities re- 
vealed by the other story. But it is becoming 
more evident every year that the ‘local 
leaders’”’ are a class apart, attaching them- 
selves to one party or the other as an ad- 
vantageous basis for deals, but no more par- 
tisans of either than stock brokers are of the 
**long’”’ and ‘short’? interests for which 
they buy and sell and collect’ commissions, 
‘* There are no politics in politics.” 

A SETS OT EA 
THE SPANISH QUEEN. 


Several Madrid papers have been very 
properly punished for expressing in a veiled 
but unmistakable way opinions us to the 
motives of the Queen’s recent departure 
from Spain which are offensive to the King. 
The fact that the Queen suddenly gathered 
up her children and her portable property 
and went back to her mother in Bavaria 
gave rise to the report that she was jealous 
of the King, and that conduct on his part 
not wholly unconnected with his guitar and 
the window of a pretty actress had led toa 
domestic quarrel. Of course, it was intol- 
erable that the press should publish these 
alleged facts, or even hint at them, and the 
Madrid editors have only themselves to 
blame if they are in difficulties. 

The real truth of ‘the matter is that there 
is not the slightest evidence that the Span- 
ish King has ever serenaded any actress, or 
that the Queen is in the slightest degree 
jealous of him. If it be true that the royal 
pair has quarreled, there are numerous ex- 
planations which can be made without 
assuming that jealousy has anything to 
do with the matter. There is ALFonso’s 
acquaintance with the Portuguese King. 
Had he confined himself, like other Spanish 
monarchs, to sending an annual Christmas 
or Easter card to the King of Portugal, no 
one could have found any fault with 
him; but, contrary to all precedent, the 
two Kings have become extremely inti- 
mate. First, the King of Portugal came 
to see ALFonso. Then ALronso returned 
the visit, and now the Portuguese King has 
been spending several days with ALFonso. 
The two Kings are young and full of spirits, 
and naturally they have annoyed a quiet 
and careful housekeeper like the Spanish 
Queen. They have smoked all over the pal- 
ace; they have sat up late at night playing 
“‘ muggins,”’ the ‘‘ mansion of happiness,’ 
and other exciting games, and they have 
gone to the circus to a perfectly unlimited 
extent. There is good reason to suppose 
that the indignant Queen may have taken 
the ground that ALFonso must choose be- 
tween her and that miserable little Portu- 
guese, and that if the latter is to come to 
Madrid she will go out of the palace the 
day he enters it. 


The more probable cause of rupture is,’ 


however, the difference of opinion as to 
music which must exist between a German 
Princess and a Spanish King. The Queen 
has been married for several years, and during 
that time she must have heard ALronso 
sing about the ‘‘Gentle Guadalquivir,’’ and 
accompany himself on the guitar, at least 
twice every day, not to speak of the torture 
which the constant twanging of guitars by 
the Cabinet Ministers and leading states- 
men of the country must have cost her. Of 
course, no Spaniard can have the slightest 
appreciation of WAGNER’s music, nor of 
any music that cannot be sung with a guitar 
accompaniment. The probability is that the 
Queen has been wrought up to the point of 
saying that if ALFonso persisted in playing 
the guitar she would go home to mother, 
and as the King could not comply with her 
request, since a guitar is as essential toa 
Spanish monarch as is a sceptre, she has kept 
her word and departed for Bavaria. It is 
a very sad state of things, but the Queen 
must have known all about the Spanish 
guitar before she was married, and it is now 
rather late for her to regard it as a griev- 
ance. 


THE CHINESE WAR. 


The Herald yesterday published a special 
telegram from China which, if true, is cer- 
tainly important. It asserts that the French 
Government has sent China an ultimatum de- 
manding that she should abandon all claims 
to Annam on pain of a declaration of war. 
Furthermore, it is asserted that Bismarck 
is regarded by the Chinese Government as a 
warm friend, and that, while China will 
avoid war if possible, she will not purchase 
peace at the cost of dishonor. 

While it has been generally assumed that 
France was on the eve of war with China, 
it was not,supposed that the Government of 
the republic had actually sent an ultimatum 
to China which the latter could hardly fail 
to reject. That France is resolved upon a 
war with China is now evident, and no evi- 
dence is needed to prove that BisMARCK will 
look with pleasure upon the wasting of 
French resources in a miserable and profitless 
foreign war. While it need not be supposed 
this sentiment has anything to do with 
the Chancellor’s political course, he will 
naturally wisn all possible success to the 
Chinese, for the longer they’can prolong the 
struggle the more injury they can inflict 
upon France. Doubtless he is encouraging 
the Chinese Government to resist the pre- 
tensions of France, and when it is remem- 
bered that he can at any moment pick a 
quarrel with France concerning the man-of- 
war which a German firm is building for 
China, the rashness of the French in going 
to war with China becomes evident.

France’s work in Madagascar, so far as de- 
scents upon the coast can do it, appears tv be ad- 
vancing rapidly.

The story told the other day to the Mayor, 
by a woman who complained that she had been 
swindled by the keeper of a “storage warehouse,” 
has resulted in an investigation of the business. 
In this ease the Mayor cut down the bill for cart- 
age from $72 50 to $15, but the cartage was the 
only branch of the business which was ame- 
nable to his supervision. It appears that abuses 
quite as gross exist in other branches of it. The 
burning of MorR=.u’s warehouses in Fourth-ave- 
nue showed the necessity of buildings which 
should really furnish the guarantee of “ abso- 
lute security” which, in the case of those ware- 
houses, amounted to nothing at all. Several 
fire-proof buildings have accordingly been built 
and are managed by responsible companies. 
But there are many others which are merely a 
cover for the predatory operations alleged to have 
been earried on against Mrs. Renze. The ware- 
houseman is in a position very favorable to ex- 
tortion if he happens to be an extortioner. He 
is in possession of the goods, and the owner can- 
not recover them without paying his bill, no matter 
how exorbitant it may be, except through tedious 
and costly legal proceedings. It is alleged that 
the extortioners protect themselves against these 
proceedings by preparing contraets highly favor- 
able to themselves for their customers to sign. 
No prudent man of business would sign these, 
but no prudent man of business would have any 
thing to do with the cheating warehousemen. He 
would go to one of the responsible and respect- 
able companies. The customers of the extor- 
tioners are the imprudent people, especial- 
ly wemen, who go te the nearest place, and 
sign whatever is put before tnem,. paying 
no attention to anything but the verbal assurances 
they receive. It is for their protection, and not 
for that ef prudent people, that the system of 
licensing trucks is needed. There seems no good 
reason why the business of storing furniture should 
not be put by law under the same official supervi- 
sion, and abuses in it be removable by the same

OBITUARY. 


THE REV. WILLIAM JOSIAH IRONS. 

A cable dispatch announces the death of the 
Rev. William Josiah Irons, D. D., one of the most 
widely known of the English writers on religious 
topics. Dr. Irons was in bis seventy-first year, 
having been born Sept. 12, 1812. He was graduated 
B. A. from Queen's College, Oxford, in 1833, and; 
after holding a curacy and afterward an incum- 
bency in the soutaern suburbs of London, he was 


appointed Vicar of Brompton, Middlesex, in 1842, 
In 1860 Dr. Irons was made Prebendary of St. 
Paul's, and selected to write one of the replies to 
‘* Essays and Reviews” in the volume edited by 
the Bishop of Oxford. In 1870 he was appointed 
Bampton lecturer by the University of Oxford, 
Rector of the Crown living of Wadingham, Lin 
colnshire, and Rural Dean. His Bampton lectures 
were published ander the title of “* Christianity as 
Taught by St. Paul.” In June, 1872, he was pre- 
sented by the Crown, on the recommendation of 
Mr. Gladstone, to the rectory of St. Mary, Wool- 
noth, in the city of London. Dr. Irons was a 
member of the London School Board for Maryle- 
bone. Among his many works on religious sub- 
jects are: **‘An Epitome of the Bampton Lectures 
of Dr. Hampden,”’ “Apestolical Succession,” 
“The Holy Catholic Church,” “ Ecclesiastical 
Jurisdietion,” ‘The Whole Doctrine of Final 
Causes,” ‘“‘a Reply to Dr. Newman on Develop- 
ment,”’ “ The Bible and its Interpreters,” ‘* Athan- 
asius Contra Mandum,” and two volumes of ser- 
mons on the Parables and Miracies.

M. GERMAIN VALLIER. 

M. Germain Vallier, member of the French 
Senate for the Department of the Rhone, died yes- 
terday, in the sixty-tnird year of hisage. M. Val- 
lier was born at Lyons, Jan. 17, 1821. He was a 
republican of the old school, and after the coup 
d'état of Dec. 2, 1851, he was exiled from Paris, and 
retired to Annecy, where he became the Sesretary 
of Eugene Sue, the novelist, and retained this posi- 
tion until the death of M. sue. He contributed to 
a number of democratic journals, principally to 
the Lyons epudiican. In 1875 he was elected 
Counselor-General of the Department of the 
Rhone, and became Vice-President of the Council. 
He waa elected to the Senate in March, 1880, and 
in that body he acted with the republicans until 
he died. 

A PHILADELPHIA JUDGE'S SURPRISE. 

PHILADELPHIA, June i9.—Judge Biddle, 
much to his own surprise, has been elected an 
honorary member of the fashionable Sparring 
and Fencing Club. His election was undesignedly 
brought about by the publication in the Philadel- 
phia Times of the Judge’s words in favor of the 
art of self-defense in its true sense in 


connection with the Law and Order Society’s pro- 
ceeding to crush out ex-Pugilist Clark’s concert 
saloon. “I personally think,’’ the Judge said, 
** that the cultivation of the art is a good thing. If 
people were more skilled in the use of their fists 
there would be less temptation to resort to the 
pistol.”” The Judge was entirely unaware of the 
honor that this frank expression of opinion 
had brought until the letter informing 
him of his elevation to the dignity of a 
sparrer and fencer was put into his hands. The 
letter sparkled with complimentary allusions to 
his manliness and sound sense. The club, which 
is regarded as one of the most select in the city, 
has spacious quarters on Chestnut-street, fitted up 
with every sort of contrivance for Geveioping the 
muscles. The devotion of the members to physi- 
cal cultivation isalmost Spartan in its intensity. 
This is the club whose athletic sports were inter- 
fered with by Mayor King.

That the recommendations and pl i 
the Mississippi River Commission referring te the fax 
provement of the navigation of the river are hereby 
cordially and heartily indorsed and approved. 

Resoived, That concerning the Red and Atchafalaya 

_ Rivers we deem inexpedient and hurtful to the com- 
mercial interests of the people of the Red River conn: 
try and those of its tributaries any attempt to divert 
the course of that river away from the Mississippi 
and that the waters of the Ked River: should be de 
flected from the Atchafalaya. A statement is mad¢ 
thet thereis now in the state Treasury $160,000 re 
ceived from the sale of swamp lands, which unde1 
the law is applicable to the construction of levees 
The committee advises that this money be so applied. 

These resolutions were adopted. and after sev: 
eral addresses, including one by Col. Elliott, of the 
St. Louis Merchants’ Exehange, the convention 
adjourned sine die. There were about 250 deiegates 
present.

SOUTH AMERICAN AFFAIRS. 

PANAMA, June 19, via Galveston.—An en« 
counter took place at Morrope, Peru, May 30, be- 
tween 200 prefectorial troops and 300 montoneros, 
a large number of whom were unarmed. The fight 
lasted five hours. The prefectorial troops were 
victorious. The montoneros lost 2 officers and 25 
men. On the prefectorial side there were 14 killed, 
including Major Correa. ‘ihe montoneros are 
being pursued. 

— To-day’s 
Commercio gives the particulars of a convention 
made in December last and ratified at Santiago 
April 30, between Chili and Italy, to settle by arbi- 
tration the claims of Italian resideuts in Peru and 
Bolivia for losses during the war. 

The Diario (Oficial to-day prints an editorial 
from the Valparaiso Mercurio of June 4 on the 
President’s message, arguing that he always de- 
sired peace but had had no one to treat with. 
Now he hopes it may be consummated with Gen. 
Iglesias. 

PAYTA, June 19, via Galveston.—The Chilian 
Commandant to day gave notice that if the Peru- 
vian authorities acknowledge Gen. Iglesias as 
President Chili is prepared to withdraw her troeps 
immediately. 

ARCHBISHOP WOOP DYING. 

PHILADELPHIA, June 19.—Archbishop Fred- 
eric Wood, D. D., is lying at the point of death. 
He has been seriously ill for many months, but had 
recently been so much better in health that it was 
hoped his life might be prolonged for some time. 
About noon to-day, however, his malady took a sud- 
den turn torthe worse. Prof. Gross and Dr. Lopez 
were summoned, and, after a careful diagnosis, Dr. 
Gross declared the case hopeless. Blood poisoning 
from uremia had set in, and the illustrious patient 
could not survive more than a day or two at most. 
When the true situation was explained to the 
Archbishop, he asked that the last rites of the 
church be administered to him. In the presence of 
the entire élergy of the Cathedral. he made his 
solemn profession of faith, according to the Roman 
Pontifical. after which the solemn viaticum and 
last unotion were administered. Late to-night, 
although he had slightly rallied, scarcely any hope 
existed that he would survive longer than 2% hoars. 
Archbishop Wood was born in Philadelphia Apri 
27, 1813, and is therefore in his seveniieth year.

FREEHOLD, N. J., June 19.—An interesting 
will case is now before the Orphans’ Court of Mon- 
mouth County. Mrs. Caroline Pemberton, who 
had lived for many years in and near Long Branch, 
died about two months ago in London while visit- 
ing some English relatives. Matthias Woolley, 
Postmaster of Long Branch, has been appointed 
Administrator of the estate, which {fs valued at 
about $40,000. Mrs. Pemberton had _ three 
children living at the time of her death, 
John P. Pemberton and MHarry H. Pem- 
berton, two well-known praeticing physicians 
at Long Branch, and a daugbter, Caroline H. Pem- 
berton, who lives at Asbury Park. A will several 
years old has been produced, hy which all the per- 
sonal property and nearly all the real estate of the 
testatrix are given to the daughter. This has 
caused great surprise among those aequainted 
with the family. The two sons are trying to break 
the will upon the ground that their mother was 
unduly influenced by herdaughter. R. Ten Broeck 
has been engaged to defend the will.

FRENCH AGGRESSION IN OHINA 
AND MADAGASOAR. 
TAMATAVE CAPTURED AND THE ISLAND OF 
MADAGASCAR UNDER FRENCH CONTROL 
—TROOPS ON THE WAY TO TONQUIN. 
Paris, June 19.—Admiral Pierre, in a 
dispatch from Tamatave, Madagascar, dated 
June 13, announces that he presented en ulti- 
matum to the Hova Government, which re- 
jected it. He then captured Tamatave and 
destroyed Toule Point, Mohambo, and Tene- 
rive. The French, he says, have firmly estab- 
lished themselves in the island without suffer- 
ing any lossof men. The principal operations 
are finished and a state of siege has been pro- 
claimed. The Malagassy Envoys had an in- 


terview with Prime Minister Ferry ope 
before the news of the capture of Tamatave 
had been received. It is thought that all fur- 
ther negotiations will now be left in the hands 
of Admiral Pierre and the French agent in 
Madagascar. 

The Jemps says 3,500 French troops and 
1.000 Annamite auxiliaries, besides landing 

rties from the French squadron, will arrive 
in _— within a fortnight. 

The Liberte says the negotiations between 
France and England in relation to the aboli- 
tion of the capitulations in Tunis have had a 
satisfactory result, England agreeing to give 
up the right of asylum in her consulate.

Maprip, June 19.—The Marquis de la Vega 
de Armijo, Minister of Foreign Affairs, has 
declared in favor of amending the clauses of 
the convention of 1835, which give England 
the right to search Spanish vessels for slaves. 


Lonpon, June 19.—The steamer Sophia, 
with Prof. Nordenskjold and his arctic ex- 
ploring expedition on board, arrived at Reyk- 
javik, Iceland, on June6. The party intended 
to start for Greenland on the 10th inst. ~ 

In the chess tournament to-day Steinitz beat 
Mason, thereby securing the second prize. 
Mackenzie and Englisch played a drawn game. 
Winawer beat Sellmann. 

The honorary Secretary of the committee 
appointed to place a bust of Longfellow in 
Westantnster Abbey bas presented to the 
American committee 500 letters from persons 
of note who subscribed toward the expenses 
of the bust, which are to be kept in some pub- 
lic institution in New-England as a testimonial 
of the high esteem in which the poet was held 
by the best minds of Great Britain. 

Rome, June 19.—The publication of the 
documents relative to Ireland has caused some 
differences in the Curia. A special commis- 
sion has been appointed, which in the future 
will examine all Irish questions arising. 

Herr von Schloeger, the German representa- 
tive at the Vatican, has had an interview with 
Cardinal Jacobini, the papal Secretary of 
State, with a view to induce the Apostolic 
Court to accept the bill now before the Prus- 
sian Diet, Cardinal Jacobini, it is ssid, ac- 
cepted what was goodin the bill as a useful 
conceesion, but declined to consider the meas- 
ure sufficient as a base for definitive accord. 

In the Chamber of Deputies to-day sev- 
eral members expressed regret that 
the United States Government unduly 
taxed objects of art imported into the 
United States, and demanded reprisals. 
Signor Magliani, Minister of Finance, and Sig- 
nor Baccelli, Minister of Public Instruc- 
tion, while they blamed the action of 
the United States Congress in impos- 
ing a tax on objects of art, hoped 
that diplomatic negotiations would procure 
better terms. They added that reprisals would 
be useless, especially because of the impossibil- 
ity of fixing the real value of objects of art. 
A motion was ultimately adopted requesting 
the Government to introduce a special bill 
dealing with the question. 

CONSTANTINOPLE, June 19.—Gen. Wallace, 
the American Minister, has sent a note to the 
Porte absolutely declining to accept the — 
posed license tax on foreigners trading in Tur- 
xey. This action has removed all chance of 
the adoption of the measure, as the Ambassa- 
dors.who had already accepted it had only 
fone so on the condition that the assent to it 
should be unanimous.

THE TRAGEDY AT SUNDERLAND. 

SUNDERLAND, June 19.—The number of 
deaths resulting from the catastrophy at the 
ehildren’s entertainment in Victoria Hall on 
Saturday has reached 202. The funerals of a 
great many of the victims took place to-day. 
The streets were crowded with sympatbetic 


people, most of whom were dressed in mourn- 
ing. ‘The blinds of the houses were drawn and 
the church in which the funeral services were 
held displayed a black flag bung at half-mast. 
One hundred free graves have n prepared 
in one cemetery for the reception of bodies 
axclusive of those for which parents of chil- 
dren who lost their lives in the disaster will 
pay. Fifty-four bodies were interred in this 
remetery to-day and 31 in a smaller cemetery. 
Large numbers of generous subscriptions are 
arriving from different points to belp pay the 
funeral expenses. Among the subscriptions is 
one‘ of £100 from Mr. Andrew Carnegie, of 
New-York. The remainder of the fund after 
the funeral expenses have been defrayed will 
be devoted to the Children’s Convalescent 
Home.

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CROP REPORTS FROM THE WEST. 


—_—— > 
WHEAT AND 8MALL GRAIN PROMISING, BUT 
CORN MUCH DAMAGED. 

Sr, Pavut, Minn., June 19.—The cool and 
moist weather of the past few weeks has been 
very propitious for the wheat crop, and its con- 
dition as compared to what it was a month ago has 
been considerably improved. In the latter part of 
May wheat was suffering generally throuzh- 
out the State and principally in the Red 
River ‘Velley and Deyil’s Lake country from 
the want of rain. The rain tks. has eince fallen 
has been cery beneficial, <:¢ only damage, if any 
at all was done, being in tho southern partcf the 
State. In those counties south of St. Paul the 
rain-fall has been greater than in those west and 
north-west of the capital. In the Red River Val- 
ley, and in fact ail along the line cf the Manitoba, 
the rain-fall, bas, if anything, not beer suffi- 
cient. Previous to the beginning of the late 
rainy weather the farmers in these locali- 
ties had apprehended great damgge from the 


continued dryness. Just, however, as_ their 
fears were assuming a definite shape the rain set 
in, and the wheat crop since has been looking ex- 
ceedingly well. The cool nights give the roots a 
chance to acquire strength, 80 that when the warm 
season has fully set in the stalks will be all the 
better in condition for its reception. 

Reports received to-day from the Manitoba 
country show every sort of grain to be coming 
along nicely, ana as the increase in acreage has 
been considerable so also will be the season's 
yield. The rain-fall has not been sufficiently great 
to do other than to benefit the small grain. Corn 
is not much raised in that section of the coun- 
try. From the Northern Pacific similar reports 
are received. Everything has an excellent appear- 
ance, the rain benefiting rather than doing other- 

wise. From counties south of here the reports are 
not quite so encouraging, but they are by no 
means discouraging. Cornis ina very bad way 
and the outlook is anything but promising. 
The general impression is that the wet weather 
will prove very disastrous. The seed was bad. 
The Spring was late and the Summer opened too 
cold. Everywhere the crop is back ward, and much 
replanting, owing to bad seed, has been done. 

While the opinion is general that the crop is 
very backward, and the prospects are that the 
yield will fall very far short of that of last year, 
there are some who hope for a good long Summer, 
and think with that they will pull through all 
right and have an average crop. This opinion, 
though, is confined to a smal! circle of farmers, the 
majority thinking that the early September frosts 
will kill any hopes that may be based upon a favor- 
abie July and August. 


CuHIcaGo, June i9.—The latest dispatches 
received from Southern Illinois declare that the 
peach crop of 1883 will be the largest for years. 


MITCHELL, Dakota, June 19.—All small 
grain is making rapid progress with weather con- 
tinuing favorable for extra growth. Spvring 
wheat is looking finely. The plant is 
a healthy color, while the cool weather and fre- 
quent rains have caused it to stool amazingly, so 
that the stand 1s now very thick. The reports from 
all the counties are above the average, except 
ove, which places it at 95, owing to lateness. 
The acreage is largely increased over that of last 
year in counties that were settled long enough for 
crops, the increase amounting to 40 per cent. as an 
average. Counties not showing increase are com- 
paratively new, so that the average shown in them 
is of this year’s breaking. In Northern 
Dakota the grain is almost exclusively 
wheat, the climate and _ early Fall _ being 
too vigorous for corn, while in Centraland South 
Dekota diversified farming is practiced, snowing a 
variety of crops asin the older State. Corn-plant- 
ing has been delayed by rains and eold weather, 
but old ground has all been planted. and the color 
of the stalks, which on some fields bas shown a 
yellowish cast, is now becoming a healthy green, 
and promises an average yield at least. 


APPLETON, Wis., June 19.—The crops are 
looking surprisingly good. The corn and potato 
crop will amount to nothing, but the oats and 
wheat promise well. 

CEDAR Rapips, Iowa, June 19.—Every day 
now adds materially to the crops, the outlook for 
which is continually brightening. Warm days and 
cool nights make all kinds of grain develop nicely. 


KNOXVILLE, Iowa, June 19.—The prospect 
for a good corn crop grows less wer day. Heavy 
rains every 24 hours have prevented the plowing 
to such an extent that the weeds will soon choke 
itout. If the present weather continues the rest 
of this week the crop will be very poor. Apples 
are much damaged. Grass is good. 


LITCHFIELD, UL, June 19.—The last two 
days have been splendid growing weather for 
crops. Very few good stands of wheat have been 
obtained, but the heads of what there is are filling 
out well. Corn, though somewhat damaged by 
the wet weather, is coming out very well. 


LEAVENWORTH, Kan., June 19,—Estimates on 
the crops in this section have steadily raised as the 
season advanced, until now a near approach 
to an average crop is assured. The wheat is 
beyond damage from rust. Harvest will begin 
the first of next week. Prairie farmers are now 
enabled to work their corn, and lowland farmers 
can dososoon. There is a prospect of a large 
crop of oats. 


Topeka, Kan., June 19.—Dispatches from 
various parts of the State announce that the wheat 
harvest bas begun in same places, and the 
crop promises well.

The area planted is unusually large, most of which 
has been cleared of weeds, and the stand is all that 
could be desired. Potatoes will make a full crop 
if there should be no more rain, and there are 
plenty of them.

Though 
the acreage is not as large as last year, the — is 
a good one, For the last week the weather 
been favorable and the corn has made a eo 
growth.

PLANNING A ROAD WHICH WILL GIVE IT A 
FOOTHOLD IN PENNSYLVANIA OIL, TIM- 
BER, AND COAL COUNTIES. 

Pirrspurc, Penn., June 19.—Dispatches 
from Harrisbure state that a charter was issued 
to-day to the Central Pennsylvania Conipany to 
construct a line from Mount Pleasant, West- 
moreland County, to Punxsutawney, Jefferson 
County, a distance of 70 miles. The capital 
stock is $700,000. Thomas M. King, of 
Pittsburg, is the President, and Welty McCal- 
lough. of Greensburg; H. S. Bergesser, J. B. Wash- 
ington, John M. Cleave, J. H. Smith, and Alvin 8. 

All tne incor- 
porators are officers of the Baltimore and Ohio 
Railroad Company, and from one of those who

in the western anthracite counties. When 
constructed the railroad will carry coal, 
iron, and coke north and lumber, oil, and 
anthracite south, thus acting as a _ great 
feeder for the Baitimore and Ohio, which has al- 
ready a branch to oa Pleasant. The new live 
wi'l run age joe be, Blairsville, and, passing 
to one side of hae urg, strike through the rich- 
est portion of Clearfield County. and thence to 
Punxsutawney.

AN AUCTION SALE IN WHICH THE PUR- 
CHASERS BOUGHT BLINDLY. 
On a red flag, which hung limp and dis- 


.jointed, as if overcome by the heat, before a door 


in Barclay-street yesterday morning, was placarded 
an announcement that an auction sale of 10,000 
unclaimed articles of freight would be commenced 
within at 10:30 o'clock. At that hour the sales- 
rooms were occupied by a score of German specula- 
tors, who gazed upon a great heap of miscellaneous 
express packages, comprising a baby carriage, a 
sewing-machine, articles of hardware, boxes which 
looked as if they might be filled with treasure, 
and innumerable packages of all sizes and shapes, 
all done up with remarkable care, some of them 
sealed with wax. tied with string and gummed 


and pasted besides, and all addressea with various 
degrees of neatness to’persons who had never 
been found. The first package put up was a small 
box, 4 inches square. tied with a string. A face- 
tious speculator offered 1 cent, which bid the 
auctioneer ignored. It was started at 5 cents 
and knocked down at 35. The buyer put it 
in his pocket and refused to open it, in 
svite of the curiosity of his brother 
speculators to ascertain what it contained. ‘It’s 
got diamonds in,” he told them. “I can tell by 
the way it’s packed.”’ Two more small boxes 
brought 50 cents each, and the buyer opened them 
before the curious multitude, and, discovering that 
they only contained a species of sugar-coated pill, 
he flung them angrily into the street. A round 
package 10 inches long and 2 inches in diameter 
was knocked down for 55 cents, and the pur- 
chaser discovered that it was labeled “C. O. D. 
$15," and its value placed at $80. He refused to 
open it, however, and nobody knew what his 
prize was. The next package offered was sim- 
ilar in shape, and, on the prestige of 74 
luck of the previous buyer, it wasrun up to $1 45 

It was addressed * Steele Mackaye, No. 212 West 
Forty-fourth-street,”’ and the purchaser discoy- 
ered that it contained a munuscript play. Four 
crates labeled “ Fresh eggs’’ were put up, and the 
auctioner explained that they would be a bargain 
at any price, because the eggs were almost old 
enough to be hatened. They were sold for 5 eents. 
A long parrow parcel excited interest, and the bid- 
ders assured each other that it probably contained 
United States bond$ and.ran it up to 75 cents, but 
the purchaser refused to satisfy the curiosity of 
the others. One man bought a small square box, 
carefully sealed, felt of it, and declared it con- 
tained a watch, but he refused to open the box. 
The sale continued until late in the afternoon and 
attracted a great many spectators, but many 
of the purchasers refused to open their pack- 
agee in the sales-rooms, and therefore much euri- 
osity was left unsatisfied.

BOUNDING THROUGH THE FOG. 


THE REGATTA OF THE ATLANTIC YACHT CLUB 
SAILED UNDER DIFFICULTIES, 

The Atlantic Yacht Club regatta was sailed 
yesterday, but it proved, owing to the character of 
the weather, rather unsatisfactory, both as a 
yachting spectacle and as a test of speed. Al- 
though there were 28 entries only 25 yachts started 
—six schooners and 19 sloops, The schooners 
were the flagship Atalanta, Commodore W. 
R. Vermilye; Crusader, J. Roger Maxwell; 
Grayling, L. A. Fish; Clytie, Anson Phelps 
Stokes; Haze. C. W. and J. Hogan; Sun- 


shine, William Peet. The sloops were the Gracie, 
Flint & Earle; Mischief, J. R. Busk: Roamer, J. 
W. Cooper; Enterprise, G. B. Moffat; Fanita, 
George J. Gould; Viola, Rear-Commodore Way- 
land; Rover, William E. Iselin; Stella, H. H. 
Hogins; Lizzie L. Dr. . G. Johnson; 
Crockodile, J. G. Prague; Wave, Dr. J. C. Barron; 
Daisy, James Smitn; Romeyn, Commodore Ver- 
milye; Idderan, Walter Southwick; Lois; Amazon, 
Franklin Beams; Gleam, N. D.§Lawton; Fly, an 

Pilot, Charles Hazzard. 

The eourge for the schooners and larger sloops 
was from the club-house, at Bay Ridge, through 
the Narrows, along -the west bank to 
and arounad buoy No. 8 on _ the South- 
west Spit; thence by way of 2 Scotland 
Light-ship to and around the Sandy Hook Liebt- 
ship back fo the beacon on Romen Shoal. and 
thence home. ‘Third and fourth class sloops 
turned homeward at the Scotland Light-ship, 
while fifth, sixth, and seventh class sloops 
went only as far as the stake-boat at buoy 
No. 8 The starting signal was given at 
11:28. A smart breeze from south-south-west was 
blowing at the time and the tide was at about 
half-ebb. The Grayling was the first bout across 
the line. She went over on the port tack at 
11:28:45, and 10 seconds later the Mischief, which 
had been beating about further out in the Bay, 
went over with a rush on the starboard tack. 
The Crusader, Clytie, Haze, Atalanta, and Gracie 
went over in the order named. Of the 
smaller sloops the Fanita, Stella, Lizzie L. crossed 
relatively to each otherin the order named. The 
Roamer, Ilderan, and Fly, in consequence of not 
crossing within the prescribed five minutes after 
the starting signal, were slichtly handicapped. 

When the judge’s boat was steaming down the 
Lower Bay a heavy fog bank was noticed outside 
the Hook, and before the Grayling had rounded 
the stake-boat tne Fanita, which had taken the 
lead, had been lost to sight in the fog. The 
Gracie and Mischief, with several others 
of the fleet, were away astern becalmed 
within the Horseshoe, but outside it was lively 
enough. Notwithstanding the fog there was a 
brisk wind blowing, and the sea was very high. 
The big tugrolled and pitched in the most frightful 
manner. The judges’ steward became pitiably sea- 
sick, and dishes and viands rolling to destruction 
and ruin over the deck failed to rouse him from 
his condition of reckless indifference. How the 
yachts sailed through the fog without a collision 
will ever remain a mystery. The following table 
shows the start and finish and the actual and cor- 
rected time of the yachts based thereon, but the 
Regatta Committee has very properly concluded 
to consider the race undecided in regard to class 
F until it can be ascertained what yachts rounded 
the Scotland Light--hip, or, in other words, what 
yachts went over the course. The Fanita, however, 
is certainjy the winner in her class, as it was posi- 
hao ascertained that she went around both light- 
ships.

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THE STORY OF A YOUNG MULATTO WHO IS 
CHARGED WITH KILLING A CHILD, 


Lockport, June 19.—George Moore, a young 
mulatto, disappeared from Lockportabout Dee. 10, 
1878, with a charge of murder pending against him. 
Since then he has experienced strange fortunes in 
his efforts to evade the law. At the time named 
a Coroner's jury found him guilty of kill- 
ing a little child named Emma_ Roberts, 


less than 5 years. by starving and beating her. 
After his flight the authorities were kept advised 
of bis whereabouts from time totime. During tue 
four years that elapsed before his arrest he en- 
listed in the regular army, and the Sheriff of Ni- 
agara County learned the fact from the Adju- 
tant-General:at Washington just after Moore’s 
discharge for disability in New-Mexico. In 
the Summer of 1882 the fugitive went to Roeh- 
ester, but the case had gained so much celebrity 
in this part of the country that he was * spotted” 
by a detective and taken to Lockport, where he 
was indicted at the September Oyer and Terminer 
for murder. At the same court this indictment 
was quashed on the ground that his wife had 
been used as a witness against him. At the De- 
cember term he was again indicted, but this time 
for manslaughter in the second degree, which is 
the killing of a person in a cruel and unusual man- 
ner in the heat of fassion without the intent to 
cause death. He has since been in jail. his trial 
being put over from timetotime. To-day it was 
taken up and is proceeding before Judge Davis 
and a ju ag 

So much has public _— been wrought up by 
newspaper accounts of this case that it has been 
assumed in this community that whenever 
he was tried he would be promptly and 
easily convieted. The close of the first os 
proceedings has made it doubtful whether he 
ean be convicted of any offense. It appears that 
the child in question was the illegitimate offspring 
of a white man and a colored woman, and became 
an inmate of the Niagara County Poor-house in 
the Summer of 1878. On Oct. 13 she was inden- 
tured to the Home of the Friendless, a chari- 
table | none gee of this city. which placed her 
in the family of defendant, according to its cus- 
tom. On Dec.8 the child died, and the testimony 
ot the Overseer of the Poorand the undertaker 
shows that Moore was in some haste to have the 
body buried. Upon viewing it the undertaker 
refused to do anything until an inquest 
had been held. The body resented a 
shocking spectacle, being covered with welts and 
discolorations, apparentiy the resuit of whuip- 
pings. ‘she Coroner’s jurv returned a verdict 
charging Moore with the crime, and he fled. 
On the trial to-day the Coroner and another 

hysician described the appearance of the 
boty after death, and gave it as their opinion 
that death was produced by ill-treatment. During 
the day several! of the local physicians have been 
in attendance and also Dr. Moore, of Rochester, 
as anexpert. For his own convenience the latter 
was calied at this point for the defense, and gave 
it as his opinion, from the testimony he had heard, 
that the child was suffering from purpura, a dis- 
ease of the blood, and that death might have re- 
sulted from that cause; also. that that diseuse 
would account for the appearance of the body. 
From the constant association of counsel for the 
Gefense with eminent home physicians it is an- 
ticipated that Dr. Moore’s testimony will find am- 

ple corroboration later on jn the trial. 

This, however, was not the worst misfortune for 
the prosecution. The home of Moore and his wife 
at the time of the death ot the child was ina 
long, low brick builaing on Market-street known 
as the Union Block. The other occupants of this 
nest, white and black, were about of the same 
grade as the aceused. Before the Coroner's 
jury and the Grand Jury a dozen of them, 
more or less, testified freely as to the 
most shocking abuse of the child by Moore, such 
as tying her up by the thumbs, beating her with a 
stick, strap, &c., mainiy because she would not 
learn her letters. This part of the case to-day was 
afailure. Half a dozen of these people were on 
the stand, and not a fact was elicited from any 
of them which would support the charge of 
cruelty. Lapse of timé or some unexplained 
influence has had aremarkable effect upon their 
memories. The case will be continued to-morrow, 
and, should the ye eapomy succeed in connecting 
Moore with the injuries to tne child so as to make 
un question for the jury, it will probably last all the 
week, as Many witnesses are in attendance.

SNORING FORBIDDEN IN CAMP. 
—_-_._—— 
DRUM-MAJOR JENKS PLACED UNDER ABREET 
BY CAPT. LEO. 

State Camp oF INSTRUCTION, PEEKSKILL, 
June 19.—The entire encampment was awakened 
early this morning by a tremendious storm of 
thunder, lightning, and rain, which made some of 
the bold soldiers of the gallant Seventy-first 
wish they were safe back in their homes in 
New-York. The effect of the thunder was 
wonderfully heightened by the reverbera- 
tion and echo of the peals, whieh were 
thrown across river and mountain from peak to 
peak, and back from hill to hill, to be repeated and 
re-echoed again and again along the valleys, until 
it boomed and muttered and died away far down 
the flowing waters. The lightning was extremely 
bright and vivid, and each flash lighted up the 
hills surrounding the camp with a more than noon- 
day brilliancy. Fortunately no damage was done 


by rain or weather, and the only discomfort at- 
tending the storm was the dampness of the tents, 
which was soon overcome by the sun. 

Capt. John P. Leo, of Company C, made a praise- 
worthy attempt early in the morning to establish 
a precedent in a matter in which a great many of 
the Seventy-first Reziment, as well as the rest of 
mankind, are interested. Drum-Major E. T. 
Jenks, who is as portly and hoarse-lunged as the 
average Drum- Major usually is, has a bad habit of 
snoring in his tent, much to the *discomfiture of the 
occupants of the surrounding canva:. Coming 
after the thunder-storm, as it did, this morning, Lis 
snoring was too much for Capt. Leo, and he piaced 
him under arrest. The indignation of the Drum- 
Major knew no bounds, and no sooner was he re- 
leased than he handed his resignation to Col. Vose. 
The Colonel] smoothed down the ruffled feathers of 
the gallant officer, and finally induced him to take 
back his resignation torn in pieces, and it is said 
that he administered a mild rebuke to the Captain 
who was so zealous for orderinthe camp. Drum- 
Major Jenks considers the indignity offered him 
doubly serions from the fact that he is a veteran 
soldier and the oldest man in the Seventy-first, 
with the exception of Col. Vose, and that he has 
never in all his previous military career been 
p!aced under arrest. 

The men to-day had their first real experience of 

life, as they only 4rrived on Saturday, and 
Sunday was a day of rest, and it took most of the 
day yesterday to get settled in their new quarters. 
This morning the routine which will be followed 
through the week was begun. The reveille was 
sounded at 5 o'clock, and at.6 each man was given 
a cup of coffee and a slice of bread. At 
6:15 came the company (rill, and at 8 they 
were marched to the mess-hall for break- 
fast. At 8:40 they were ordered to 
rifle practice, and some of the men made very 
good scores. Toe euard-mount came at 9:10 
o’clock, and a battalion drill at 10:15 o'clock. Then 
they were allowed to rest until 1:30 o’clock, when 
dinner was served. At 2:30 o’clock they were 
mustered again for rifle practice, and then were 
relieved until supper-time. After supper they 
were mustered for dress-parade, which was 
‘the last exercise of the day, and taps 
were sounded at 10:30. A pienic was given 
by a Peekskill hose company in the woods 
near the camp, and all day the wailing of a brass 
band bas been wafted over the hills to the tented 
field. A great many privates were given leave of 
absence, and betook themselves to this pic- 
ric and participated in the festivities thereof. 
Others visited the village, and it was amusing to 
see the importance with which thev strode about 
the streets and the awe they inspired in the souis 
of the inhabitants. The eitizensin return turned 
out in large numbers to visit the camp, and a great 
many carriages were drawn up outside the lines 
to witness the dress-parade in the evening. 

Inspector-General Briggs, of the Governor's 
staff, officially inspected the camp to-day, and was 
enthusiastic in his praise of tne Seventy-first. He 
considered the men extremely orderly and well- 
behaved, he said, and added that they were 
a credit to Col. Vose, and seemed deter- 
mined to make a good record. On Saturday 
the Seventh Regiment wili arrive here to 
camp for a week, andit is expected that Gov. 
Cleveland will visit the encampment next Thurs- 
day, and again when the Buffalo regiments arrive, 
which will be on the 7th of next month. The New- 
York Central Railroad began to-day to stop trains 
at, Roa Hook, about a mile and a half north of the 
camp, and stages are in waiting there to bring 
visitors up the hill. Stages are also in waiting at 
the Peekskill station to carry passengers to the 
little ferry which lands them at the foot of the 
stairs leading up into the encampment.

THE RE-ENROLLMENT TO BE MADE 
IN NOVEMBER. 

DHE SUGGESTED PLAN ADOPTED, WITH ANEW 
SECTION AND THE CHANGE IN DATE, 
AFTER SOME SPIRITED DISCUSSION. 

The Republican Central Committee adopted 
fast night, practically without opposition, the re- 
port of the Committee of Eighteen upon the re- 
organization of the party in this City. It appears 
shat instead of the re-enrollment taking place in 
September, as was given out when the report of 
the Committee of Eighteen was published, on May 
p2, the month of November, immediately after 
plection, has been selected for this work. This 
rhanes provoked some discussion. An additional 
section, to be known as section 6, was agreed upon 
by the Executive Committee at a meeting held yes- 
terday afternoon, Jobn J. O'Brien occupied the 
chair, and Judge Solon B. Smith kept the minutes 
of the Central Committee. The reading of the 
roll was dispensed with. Secretary Smith reaa 


the report of the Committee of Eighteen and the 

additional section prepared by the Executive Com- 

mittee, which was as follows: 

Section 6.—At the primary elections for delegates 
‘to conventions to be held previous to the first enroll- 
ment provided for in this report, all Kepublicans pos- 
sessing the qualifications herinbefore required for en- 
rolimentshall be permitted to vote, whether borne 
upon the rolls of the existing associations or not. The 
President of the Central Committee skall appome 27 
Supervisors of Election, one to be assigned to each 
Assembly district or part of distriet, whe shall have 
like powers with the Inspectors of Election, and whose 
signature shall be necessary to the regularity of any 
certificate of delegates elected. 

Col. Spencer, Chairman of the Executive Com- 
mittee, moved that the report be adopted. “ Has 
this body the power to adopt such a report?” 
asked a delegate. ‘*I haven't the slightest doubt 
ay: we have the power and that our action will 

confirmed at the proper time,” replied Col. 
Spencer. He added: * The time has come when 
the Republicans of the entira State say that there 
must be harmory here in this City, I have pre- 
rented this report, which has been cousidered in 
our Executive Committee, in perfeet good faith. 

We are willing to give every Republican a chance 

to vote, as you can see by this section 6. I hope 

there will be no hvpercriticism offered in this ae- 
tion. Weare moving in entirely good faith in vhis 
matter.”” [Applause. 

“IT had supposed all along,” said ex-Alderman 
S. V. R. Cooper, “ that the re-enroilment was to 
take place in September. By postponing reorgan- 
ization until after election it seems to me that we 
shall be in precisely the same shape that we are 
now—not a bit better off.” 

“The Committee of Eighteen proposed the 
month of September for re-enrollment. When did 
that committee alter their minds on this point?” 
angrily demanded Mr. Isaac Dayton. 

“The Committee of Eighteen did not decide that 
question,” replied Col. Spencer. * They left it an 
open question. The great question that was dis- 
cussed was whether it was practicable to hold it in 
September. It was thoroughly understood by the 
vormmittee that if tho Executive Committee of the 
Central Committee decidea that it was more prac- 
tieable to fix upon November or any other month, 
then that decision was to stand. Jt was stipulated 
that every Republican should have the right 
to vote whether or not he was a member 
of the assoeiation. This stipulation has been car- 
ried out in providing the additional section. What 
pan be fairer? Under it any man belonging 
to any, Republican organization and possessing the 
qualifications prescribed by the Committee of 
Highteen can vote for delegates to the next State 
Convention. What more do you want? We have 
new got a primary election law which will give 

mple protection to everybody. When the Repub- 

icans throughout the State read this they will be 
patisfied that the Republicans of this City are 
properly organized. No man can rise in the next 
convention and talk of the machine organ zations 
controlling the delegates or of the great body of 

Republicans being without representation. We 

mean business. We desire the triumph of the Re- 
ublican Party. We are aeting in good faith.”

Ex-Alderman Cooper asked whether there was 
pny papeyor document of any kind toshow that the 
Committee of Eighteen was in ful] sympatby with 
the rep/rt as it had been presented to the Central 
Comm’ .ttee.

ad been made by the committee. The commit- 
tee’'s original report did not, however, contain the 
ndaiitional section with reference to the change of 
month. He said that the committee, after much 
d#scussion, bad left the date of re-enroliment to be 
determined by the Executive Committee of the 

Central Committee, and also the Central Commit- 

kee itself. That was the only open question. how- 

| ever, that was left by the committee of Eighteen. 

**But was September printed with the knowl- 
pdge of your committee?” asked Mr. Dayton. 
~« “” Weil,” was the reply, “I don’t know anything 
nbout the publications. They sometimes make 
mistakes» I repeat what I said, the Committee of 
Eighteen did not agree on any date.” 

“Then how did ic come to be September,”’ per- 
sisted Mr. Dayton, amid the laughter and ‘‘oebs” 
pf the delegates. ‘“‘There must have been some 
reason for its publication,” he added. 

Mr. Mitchell replied that he gave it up. The 

atter of fixing the date had been a very perplex- 
ng one to the committee, because there was the 

ossibility of the State Convention being called ear- 
yin September, when, of course, the re-enrollment 

‘would have been without effect. Those of the 

Committee of Eighteen who favored November 

| Were very willing to agree that the ideas embodied 

‘fn the additional seciion should be formulated 

}and added tothe report. Those of the committee 

\who favored September were apparently not dis- 

satisfied with this agreement on the part of their 

associates. 

» Gen. Lioyd Aspinwall, another member of the 

Committee of Eighteen, hoped that the report 

would be adopted. He could not conceive, he 

paid,that any mind could be so narrow as to cavil 
at its sections. When Republicans generally camo 

to look at the report they would find it as broad 

as the earth and as clear as the sun. It afforded 

liberty of thought, liberty of man, and liberty of 

reece The Central Committee ought to adopt it 
ike men and stand by it. 

“Tam satisfied with the explanations that have 
been made,” exclaimed ex-Alderman Cooper. 

} Mr. Dayton said that he dissented from the re- 

ort entirely. ‘The Republican voters would not 

satisfied with it. It allowed the Inspectors of 

Election appointed by the district associations to 

fupervise the primary elections the same as here- 

tofore, and the whole business would continue to 
be managed by the same persons who had made 
themselves so obnoxious. Why had the promised 
eform been started in September? The excuse 
ad been made that the men who go to Newport 
would not return in September to participate in 
he reorganization of the party. He did not be- 
leve that. The arrangement proposed by the re- 
ort amounted to just as much as if nothing had 
en done in the way of reform.

STARTING FOR WIMBLEDON. 


THE AMERICAN TEAM’S DEPARTURE UPON 
THE ALASKA. 

The American team, which is to shoot in the 
international rifle match at Wimbledon on July 
20 and 21, sailed for Liverpool yesterday after- 
noon in the Alaska, of the Guion Line. The team 
consists of Col. G. E. P. Howard, Brigade Inspec- 
tor First Brigade, New-Jersey National Guard, 
Captain; Dr. S. I. Scott, Washington Light In- 
fantry; M. W. Rule, Second Regiment, Massacbu- 
setts; C. W. Hinman, First Regiment, Massachu- 
setts; George Joiner, Twenty-third New-York;

New-York. A large crowd gathered at the dock 
to see the team off, and the police boat Patrol, 
with a party of about 60 friends of the National 
Rifle Association. lay at the end of the pier. Among 
those on the Patrol] were Gen. George W. Wingate, 
Vice-President of the Rifle Association; Col. R. C. 
Ward, of the Twenty-third New-York; Judge Gil- 
dersleeve, Col. J. B. Story, Alexander E. Kur- 
sheedt, Col. John B. Ward, Corporation Counsel 
Andrews, Horatio C. King, Police Commissioner 
Matthews, Gen. Plume, of New-Jersey, and Gen. 
Fowler. 

The team boarded the Patrol and assembled in 
the saloon around a large table liberally supplied 
with glasses and bottles of champagne. Here the 
formal farewell was said to the riflemen by Gen. 
Wingate. ‘I desire to say,” said Gen. Wingate, 
addressing Capt. Howard, “to yourself and the 
individual members of the team, that, so far as it 
was in our power, we have done everything to 
make the meeting at Wimbledon a success and a 
vietory for this country. Your team is 
the best possible representative of ovr Na- 
tional Guard of the United States, and you 
are provided with the best arms ever handled by a 
rifeman. You wil! have to conte: d against great 
odds, but we feel that you will maintain the honor 
of your country as marksmen, and, what is even 
more important, the social reputation of the 
United States. We drink your health, and wish 
you godspeed.” When the glasses had been 
emptied, Capt. Howard responded in a brief 
speech on behalf of the team. ‘‘We feel,” he 
sald. “ that you have done everything in your 
power to make our mission a success. It remains 
for us to make the final stroke for success, 
and to that end we will bend all our 
energies. If winning it is among the pos 
sibilities, we shall win this match. [Applause.] 
We have no head or tailto ourteam. Every mem- 
ber is the team, and we shail shoot as a team, not 
looking to individual scores, but to the grand total, 
which I hope and believe wil! be greater than that 
of the British team.”’ After shaking hands all 
around the members of the team boarded the 
Alaska, which backed out into the stream at 3:30 
o'clock. The Patrol accompanied the steamer as 
far asthe Narrows, where she disappeared in the 
fog which had suddenly settled down over the 
Bay. On the trip down a salute was fired fromthe 
Patrol, and the members of the team, who sta- 
tioned themselve: in the rigging of the Alaska, 
busied themselves in waving hats and handker- 
chiefs and yelling themselves hoarse in answer to 
the cheers of their friends.

THE COUNTY JAIL ABUSES

INVESTIGATION BY THE UNITED 
STATES GRAND JURY. 

A SWEEPING PRESENTMENT OF IRREGULARI- 
TIES AND IMPROPER MANAGEMENT IN 
LUDLOW-S8TREET JAIL. 

The United States Grand Jury handed Juige 
Benedict, in the United States Cirouit Court, 
criminal branch, yesterday, a presentment against 
the Ludlow-Street Jail. The Grand Jury’s investi- 
gation has been regarding the treatment of wit- 
nesses and prisoners confined by the authority of 
the United States, and bas resulted in disclosures 
of so shocking and repulsive a character that the 
jury recognized the duty of presenting them for 
the consideration of the court. The condition of 
things in the jail, according to the presentment, is 
not cf recent origin, and in the March term of the 
Cireuit Court, 1877, and again in October, 1879, 
the negligences and abuses of the institution 
were made the subject of presentment by the 
Grand Jury. Reiterated complaints from persons 
subjected to its extraordinarv discipline had led 
to frequent and emphatic remonstranoes on the 
part of the Attorney-General and Marshal of the 
district. None of these remonstrances, however, 
had led to any permanent amelioration of the cen- 


dition of those there undergoing confinement. At- 
tention is also called to the fact that the relations 
of the United States to Ludlow-Street and other 
jails is vague and indistinct, and is not defined by 
contraet or agreement. However, by the law of 
New-York State, it is made the duty of county 
prisons to receive any person committed for an 
offense against the United States by any cf its 
court officers, the United States supporting the 
prisoners during their confinement, and that all 
provisions of the Jaw relating to prisoners com- 
mitted by the State eourts and officers are applica- 
ble to United States prisoners also. 

Among these provisions are the following: 
Separate distinct rooms for persons detained for 
trial and prisoners under sentence; prisoners to be 
kept apart from one another, and not aliowed to 
converse among themselves; a sufficient quantity 
of inferior but whelesome food to be furnished, 
with the privilege to those awaiting trial 
of vrocuring otker subsistence at their own 
expense; separate apartments for female 
prisoners. The United States prisoners com- 
mittea to the jail are persons arrested in crim- 
inal actions, persons accused of crime and awaiting 
trial, persons convicted of crime awaiting sentence, 
persons undergoing brief sentence, and persons 
detained as witnesses. It is only in rare and ex- 
ceptional cases that the jail is made use of by the 
United States as a place of punishment. At the 
present time only one person is there serving 4 sen- 
tence a by a court of the United States. 
The Warden of the jail periodically presents to the 
United States Marshal of this aistrict his accounts 
for the keeping of prisoners and witnesses at the 
rate of 75 cents a day, beside turnkey’s fees. This 
eompensation, the Department of Justice asserts, 
largely exceeds that paid by any other jail east of 
the Mississippi River, and equals that paid for day 
board in a respectable boarding-house in this City, 
and it certainly seems to the jury adequate for an 
abundant supply of wholesome food, properly pre- 
pared and served. 

The cardinal principle uvon which the jail seems 
to be conducted, aceording to the Grand Jury, is 
to compe! inmates to “take board”’ at the keeper’s 
table at ube rateof $15 per week. To this end, ap- 
parently, the rations provided for those not doing 
so are stinted in quantity, offensive in quality, and 
served ina manner primitive in its simplicity, if 
not-barbarous. The |uxury of knives and forks is 
unknown. For breakfast about four ounces of 
bread anda tin cup of some beverage bafiling de- 
scription and satirically called coffee is delivered 
atthe cell door. Supperis the same, the official 
designation of the fluid beingchanged totea. The 
customary dinner isa similar jump of bread, with 
a hasty plate of soup dipped from a kettle, which 
is carried from door to door, and in which 
at infrequent intervals, governed by the ca- 
price of luck or chance, the recipient finds 
a shred of meat or vegetable. It does not 
appear that one often has the audacity, 
even if capable of the inclination, to ask for more. 
On Friday broiled fish takes the place of soup. A 
liberal estimate of the provisions would be 15 
cents a day foreach person. Care is taken by the 
attendants to present to the dissatisfied inmate 
not only the contrast between his meagre diet and 
the comparative luxury open to him if he shall 
conclude to *‘take board,” but also the incidental 
privileges and advantages that such a course will 
secure. Among these is a postponement of the 
time at which he shall be locked in his cell from 5 
P. M. until 10:30, and*the privilege of walking in 
the jail yard. Naturally only the obdurate, the 
unfriended, and the penniless fail to succumb. 
The man under suspicioa of having money or the 
means of procuring it and being too mean to 
“take board,’ soon finds his position more un- 
endurabie than that of his neighbor of whom no 
hope is entertained that he can be transformed 
into a “paving boarder.”’ 

In regard to the uncleanliness of the jail, the 
presentment states: “ The cells are arranged upon 
tiers varying in degree of filthiness as one ascends, 
those of the third excelling the others in this re- 
spect. The furniture of each is an irom cot, a 
loathsome mattress infested with vermin. a small 
blanket. and a reeking and neglected slop-bucket. 
The walls are stained and cracked, and every crev- 
ice is inhabited by its separate colony of bugs. 
Under such circumstances sieep is only possible to 
those of extraordinary insensibility. The meals 
are served, corridors swept, and some other ser- 
vices performed by a detail known as ‘the gang,’ 
The privilege of being thus detailed seems to bea 
coveted one, for which prisoners are willing to pay 
the keeper from $5 to $10 each. It involves 
a dispensation from some of the indecencies, 
deprivations, and tortures to which other 
inmates are subjected, exemption until 10:30 
P. M. from confinement in cells and opportunity 
of access tothe bar. It seems te be the only re- 
course for those who desire some mitigation of the 
treatment but are pecuniarily unable to obtain the 
position of boarder. The opportunity for excessive 
indulgence in intoxicating drinks is not wanting 
and is not negiected either by prisoners or by 
keepers. A creditable witness testifies that for 
his five consecutive nights, covering the entire 
period of his confinement, one of the keepers came 
on duty very drunk. Prisoners have been brought 
to court and taken from the jail! to the venitentiary 
drunk. There seems to be no limit or restriction 
upon the supply and use of liquors, if themoney 
and inclination are present. Ostensibly only beer 
can be obtained at the * Hole in the Wall,’ by 
which is designated the bar, and where the keepers 
and prisonersexchange hospitalities. There is no 
difficulty, however, in obtaining, by means of a 
moderate gratuity to an attendant, all the liquor 
one chooses to pay for, and with singular prompti- 
tude and alacrity. 

“ Apparently no attempt is made,” the Grand 
Jury says, ** to enforce the regulations touching in- 
tercourse between prisoners further than the post- 
ing of a written notice in the ha!l that couversa- 
tion between civil prisoners and United States 
prisoners is prohibited. It appears to be the duty 
of nobody to prevent it. Detained witnesses have 
also had no restriction from access to and conyer- 
sation with defendants. Before 5 o'clock all pris- 
oners mingle promiscuously in the corridors, and 
no separate department is provided for temales. 
In April last the Marshal of the district caused a 
practical experiment of the conduct and discipline 
of the jail to be made by a person possessing his 
confidence. This gentleman we have examined 
and have been furnished with a copy of his state- 
ments, which we have found corroborated by 
other witnesses. We cannot too earnestly express 
our conviction that a remedy for these evils should 
be sedulously sought for and promotly applied, 
that the United States may be relieved of the 
charge that it countemances outrages not only 
upon persons accused and presumably innocent, 
but also upon the unfortunate spectators of crime.” 
In conclusion the jury recommends State or Con- 
gressional legislation upon the subject, that the 
evils may be cured. It also recommends that a 
copy be sent to the Attorney-General and Grand 
Jury of the County. 
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AN UNFORTUNATE PENSIONER'S PLEA, 

Abbott Peacock, the aged Irish pensioner 
who attempted to eommit suicide by cutting his 
left arm and his throat with a razorin his bed- 
room, at No. 233 Thompson-street, on Friday last, 
was discharged from the hospital yesterday and 
arraigned before Justice Duffy, in the Jefferson 


Market Police Court. Patrolman McDermott, of 
the Fifteenth Precinct, made a formal complaint 
against Peaeock, who, when asked to plead to the 
complaint, said that he was guilty, but that there 
Were many extenuating circumstances. He was 
old, and age brings weakness. He had no means 
to support himself while awsiting the arrival of 
his pension, and he could not beg. He complained 
of ill-treatment at the hands cf his son-in-law, J. R. 
Murphy, of Sea Cliff, Long Island, and said that he 
had been driven to contemplate suicide by oppres- 
sion and injustice. Justice Duffy committed him 
to prison for trial in default of $1,000 bail.

A MISSIONARY FROM LONDON.

TRYING A PASTOR. 


COMPLAINANTS AGAINST THE REV. R. A. DA- 
VISON GIVEN LEAVE TO WITHDRAW. 


The regular intermediate session of the 
Westchester Presbytery was held in the main hall 
of the Young Men’s Christian Association, in this 
City, yesterday afternoon. It was originally in- 
tended to hold the meeting in the little Presbyte- 
rian Church at West Chester, but the place was 
changed to avoid any trouble which might have 
ensued if the trial of the Rev. kK. A. Davison had 
taken place in his own church. The meeting 
was largely attended, over 60 of the mem- 
bers being present. Two papers of griev- 
ances were presented to the Presbytery. 
One charged that under Mr. Davison’s 
ministrations the parish had declined in popularity, 
influence, wealth, and power to do good; that the 
attendance on the Sunday-scbool had diminished 


and the income of the church largely decreased, 
The other alleged certain irregularities is a recent 
eleetion of church Trustees. After a careful 
scrutiny the papers were admitted, and Mr, Henry 
C. Henderson, the editor of the New-Rochelle 
Pioneer, addressed the body on behalf of the 
complainants. He related the trouble in the 
parish since the comingof Mr. Davison,‘15 years 
ago. ‘A cloud,” said be, “spread over him short- 
ly after his arrival.’’ The Pastor, he said, managed 
nis trust so as to be a barrier between the congre- 
gation and their Creator. They saw no way ex- 
cepting the one they had adopted to rid them- 
selves of him, “unless he received a call and ac- 
cepted it, or Divine Providence removed him from 
their midst.” The speaker charged him with driv- 
ing certain people out of the parish, with being so 
unpopular that during bis time deficits amounting 
to over $2,500 had occurred in the subscriptions, 
and $800 was owing now. He thought that Mr, 
Davison had no influence yn J or religiously, 
and that he had greatly injured the church by his 
connection with it. Discussion on the second 
paper was not allowed. 

Elder Baxter denied the statements of Mr. Hen- 
derson, defended the Pastor, and urged that the 
parish had been as vigorous during the present 
administration as any of the preceding ones. He 
was fv llowed by Mr. Davison, who had been sitting 
in one corner of the room industriously taking 
notes. He is a tall, thin man, with a pale com- 
plexion, is slightly bald, and has along red beard. 
He was very calm and self-possessed. ‘It is,’ 
said he, ‘‘an embarrassing position for me to stand 
in, and I keenly appreeiate it. My work in West 
Chester has been difficult. I have had many things 
to contend with. The Episcopal Church over- 
shadows every other denomination in the 
place, and it is a fashionable requisite al- 
most to belong to it. I have had to oppose 
rum, High Church Episcopacy, and Romanism, all 
of which are contrary to evangelical Christianity. 
This is a history of my troubles. A few weeks ago 
I learned that William Abbott, one of my Sunday- 
school teachers, was circulating’a petition for my 
removal in the parish. I called a meeting of the 
teachers and laid the matter before them, and Ab- 
bott resigned, to avoid being turned out. The res- 
ignation was unanimously accepted. Abbott’s ill- 
feeling was caused by his failure to secure his 
election to the Assistant Superintendency. He 
‘also wanted some of my oldest teachers 
and even some church officers removed, 
which was refused. He is the eause of this 
present disturbance. In regard to the complaints 
I willsay that we have never had better prayer- 
meetings than this Spring; that the Bible class 
which could not get instruction failed to meet me 
at all for several weeks, and I concluded that it 
wanted to stop; that the Young People’s Associa- 
tion which I opposed was led by Mr. Abbott, and 
had drifted entirely away from the church and the 
motives which led to its formation; that the young 
man with a family who stayed away from service 
becanse I was Pastor was a eonstant attendant 
until he was defeated for the librarianship 
of the Sunday-school; that the young lady 
who refusead to come te church was 
gently admonished by me regarding her behavior 
in ehurch and left soon afterward; that the other 
family gentleman who had strayed from the fold 
on my account was formerly the sexton of the par- 


ish. After his resignation from office, which close- 


ly follow+da disagreement between himself and 
the Trustees, he ceased to be a eonstant attendant. 
Most of the recent converts have united under my 
preaching. Most of my people treat me well and 
the piety, intelligence, and wealth of my people are 
withme. The trouble with money has existed since 
the church was founded in 1851. We have been 
exceptionally prosperous this past year, We raised 
$3,000 and bought a new organ for $1,800. This peti- 
tion was signed by 39 persons, 160f whom are not 
members of my church. The parish numbers near- 
ly 100 members.’ In conclusion, he read a letter 
from Mr. M. A. Taber, Assistant Superintendent of 
the Sunday-school, pr-ising the efforts of the Pas- 
tor inthat department of his work. Mr. Hender- 
son said that Mr. Davison was trying to shift the 
trial from his own shvuulders to those of Mr. Ab- 
bott. He (Davison) had kept Abbott away from 
this meeting by telling his story to Abbott's invalid 
parents, who had used their influence to keep him 
at home. 

This ended the testimony. After a protracted 
secret session the Presbyters announeed that they 
would allow the complainants to withdraw their 
petition. There are, they reported, many griev- 
ances such as the Presbytery cannot take cog- 
nizance of, and others are of such a nature as are 
curable only by kindly co-operation between Pas- 
tor and people. They deprecated the habit of pre- 
senting petitions adverse to Pastors. They 2dvised 
that a meeting of the session be called to con- 
sider the questions of difference between the two 
parties. They appointed Elders Stanton Cady, of 
Sing Sing: Edward Wells, of Peekskill, and Dr. 
Willis, of White Plains, to visitthe parish and ad- 
vise the members regarding the matter of the 
Trusteeship election. The verdict was received in 
silenee. The Pastor was visibly relieved. Mr, 
Henderson intimated that an appeal to the Synod 
might follow. Moderator Vail said that no appeal 
could be taken, and that the question, as far as 
outside judgment was concerned, was settled.

ISAAC LEHMANN'S BODY FOUND. 

A body found vesterday at Pier No. 41 
North River was identified by the clothing as that 
of Isaac Lehmann, a button manufacturer, of No. 
381 Bleecker-street and No. 139 Bowery, who dis- 


appeared on Feb. 21 lust, while his partner, Gode- 
chaud Lehmann, a distant relative, disappeared 
on April2. The men were prosperous and eecen- 
tric. Isaae for along time before he disappeared 
had acted irrationally, and declared that a 
rival in business was pursuing him and 
meant to kill him. It is believed that he 
drowned himself while ‘nsane. His disappear- 
ance wrecked Godechuud's intellect, and his body 
will, it is expected, be found in one of the rivers, 
When both men had disappeared a quantity of 
manufactured and unmanufactured goods were 
found in their factory and at their residence.
